Unless he is on llie council's 
register, a doctor i.s barred \iy 
law from working within the 
health service *— which con¬ 
ducts all but a tiny fraction of 
Britain's medical treatment 
— and from prescribing any 
drug. In effect, an unregis¬ 
tered doctor may not practice 
medicine. 

"This decision <’ould have a 
quite disruptive effect on Ihc 
health service.” said Dr.

“It 
could affect opi'rutions and a 
lot of necessary work," 
fv>nie ri.lJOO doctors-nearly 
a tenth of the nation's total 
ha\e refused tt» pay the icgis- 
tration lee in an attcnqit to 
force rcf<»nns on the (leneral 
Medical Council.

"He told me that he might 
slay overnight at Washington 
Univei*sity to guard the en¬ 
gine so that it wouldn't he 
stolen." she said.

Maybe Now? 


r :0 DAYS APTER the release of last month’s 
unemployment figures, showing the highest 
jobless rate of any October since 1960, more un¬ 
pleasant news has come from Statistics Canada. 
The Consumer Price Index spiralled upward at the 
same time. It hit a high of 142 compared to 134.9 in 
October last year, an increase of 5.3 per cent. 

Evidence of mismanagement of the economy 
continues to pile up against the Trudeau govern¬ 
ment. 

Perhaps, before it is snowed under completeiy, 
the government will start'to listen to some of its 
advisers and take heed more of warnings that are 
given. Dr. John Young, the former chairman of the 
Prices and Incomes Commission, saw the writing 
on the wall. But Mr. Trudeau continued on his set 
course with stubborn determination. 

Now we have the report, finally, of the Eco¬ 
nomic Council of Canada, and it can only be hoped 
that the prime minister will change his thinking to 
some of the recommendations it makes. 

It is obvious why the report was kept under 
wraps for three months until after the election. It 
is highly critical of the performance of the econ¬ 
omy, and the goals it sets for reduced unemploy¬ 
ment and inflation rates arc not attainable unless 
the Trudeau team starts booting the ball different¬ 
ly. To have released it at the time it was ready 
would have thrown the Liberal re-election cam¬ 
paign plans into utter confusion. 


The 27-member advisory council calls for a 
reduction in the unemployment rate to 4.5 per cent 
of the labor force by 1975, and an annual inflation 
rate of 3 per cent. Compare these figures with the 
latest Statistics Canada reports of continuing dete¬ 
rioration in both areas and the picture is clear. 

The 27 council members, representing man¬ 
agement, labor, consumer and other interests, see 
it as Mr. Trudeau's two main political opponents do 
— ta.xes must not be increased. The council calls on 
all governments to hold the line on taxes in the 
next three years, and perhaps, even reduce them. 

The tax-rate structure is such, it is pointed out, 
that government revenugs go up faster than the 
rate of increase in the gross national product — 
the total value of the comjtry’s goods and services. 
So, it is further pointed out, there would continue 
to be funds for new programs and improvements to 
existing ones without further tax increases. Only 
slow down, the economic council advises. 

This suggests what thg man in the street be¬ 
lieves is true, that there is e.xtreme waste in govern¬ 
ment operation, and the time is long past due for 
some thorough housecleaning. 

And to speed up the improvements, the go¬ 
vernment could harken back to words of the fi-us- 
trated former Prices and Incomes Commission 
chjiirman — and stop pussyfooting on the question 
of imposing compulsory temporary controls, on 
prices, wages, interest rates, rents, the works. 


Showing the Way 


I F THE SE'l'ilNG of good examples can do it, the 
United States will win one war she has long 
been waging — the fight to save the whales. Amer¬ 
ican delegates to the United Nations conference on 
the environment at Stockholm earlier this ypar 
made a strong case of the need for great effort and 
co-opei-ation in this area of conservation. They had 
the banning by their country of whale hunting, and 
the importing of all products from the large sea 
mammal, to back them up. And they succeeded in 
passage of a resolution yet to go to the UN General 
Assembly calling for a 10-year world-wide morato¬ 
rium on whale killing in the hope that several 
species nearing extinction will return in numbers. 

Fifty-three nations voted for the moratorium, 
but the position of Japan and Russia on the ques¬ 
tion is not yet known. Being the two main takers of 
whales it seems doubtful they will fall in line. But 
the United States isn’t saying “die.” 

A bold program aimed not only at saving 
whales but all marine mammals is being launched 
by the country. It is based on a recently-enacted 
conservation bill which, of course, is binding only 
on American ships and citizens. But efforts will be 
made to “sell” it to other nations through interna¬ 
tional fishery commissions and existing consei-va- 
tion treaties. 

At the same time the United Stales will seek a 
strengthening of the International Whaling Com¬ 
mission, and an extension of its jurisdiction over all 
ocean mammals, including the highly-intelligent 


porpoise and the North Pacific fur seal. The 13 
other member-nations of the commission, which 
include Japan and Russia, will be asked to approve 
a full-time secretariat with a sufficient budget for 
research, and effective supervision of the whale 
kill. 

Meanwhile, the Americans will take action on 
their own in such areas as porpoise killing. Planned 
is a two-year moratorium on the taking of por¬ 
poises. by tuna boats. Perhaps not generally known 
is the fact that porpoise and tuna travel together 
fin in fin, so to speak. And since the large Califor¬ 
nia tuna fleet converted some years ago from pole 
and bait fishing to seining for yellow fin tuna, the 
most popular species for consumption, the use of 
porpoise as “herdsmen” has spread. 

Speedboats chase the surface-swimming por¬ 
poise towards the nets so that the accompanying 
tiina can be caught in quantity. In the process, 
though, many of the helpers die. More than 200,000 
porpoise were killed in commercial fishing opera¬ 
tions last year by American vessels alone, the U.S. 
Department of Commerce has admitted. 

The making of the admission as well as the 
showing of a real desire to'halt the wanton destruc¬ 
tion gives a good deal of force to the United States’ 
voice in arguing further the need for all-nations 
participation in' conservation. 

. Perhaps there will be a pleasant surprise or 
two'when the Stockholm whaling resolution fiQally 
reaches the floor of the United Nations assembly. 


The Queen Still Draws the Crowds 


Britain will celebrate the 
25th anniversary of Queen Eli¬ 
zabeth’s wedding on No¬ 
vember ,20 and it is certain 
that It will be an occasion of 
general rejoicing and genuine¬ 
ly cordial acclamation. There 
have in the past year been 
some complaints that “the 
royals” are e.xtravagant and 
their establishments a burden 
to .the nation. It is most im¬ 
probable that these mutter¬ 
ing. limited to the extreme 
political Left, will be renewed 
now. The recent student dem¬ 
onstration during a royal visit 
to Stirling University in Scot¬ 
land involved a very small 
group and was disclaimed by 
a great majority of the stu¬ 
dents and indignantly resent¬ 
ed everywhere. In “the age of 
the common man” tlie mon- 
archy is enjoying uncommon 
favor. 

It is Interesting to look back 
over a hundt'ed years and to 
discover a strange centenary 
In Uie history of llie crown. In 
1872 the radical MP for New¬ 
castle. Sir Charles DUke, 
openly expounded the case for 
a republic to his constituents. 
In the House of Commons he 
demanded a full-scale inquiry 
into Queen Victoria's expendi¬ 
ture a ara^tlc reform of 
the Civil List and its allow¬ 
ances to the royal family. W. 
E. Gladstone, then prime min¬ 
ister. defeat^ him, but Dilke 
- -was voicing tlM more quietly-

held opinions of some people 
*in high places and in high so¬ 
ciety. 

Tile queen, they felt, had let 
therh ctown by neglecting her 
public duties during her pro¬ 
longed mourning for her hus¬ 
band. Prince Albert, who had 
died in 1861. She had secreted 
herself, had given up ceremo¬ 
nial appearances and was 
staying too long in her be¬ 
loved Balmoral in the High¬ 
lands of Scotland. The lack of 
the gay "Ijondon Season” in 
early summer with its lavish 
entertaming did more than 
vex the smart set. It was bad 
for the costumiers and the 
luxury tr ades. 

The queen’s close and 
strange attachment to her 
domineering Scottish man-ser¬ 
vant. the rugged and <rften al¬ 
coholic John Brown, was an- * 
grily criticized. That he slept 
in a room neighboring hers 
was a point freely and derisi¬ 
vely noted in some scunllous 
Ijondon newspapers. On the 
fringe of the respectable and 
dignified republicanism rep 
resented by Dilke there were 
scurrilous jibes. 

6he outlived the resent: 
ment. Benjamin Disraeli, wlio 
had succeeded Gladstone in 
.Downing Street, coaxed her to 
emerge as “a regular royal 
Queen” and Empress of 
India, restoring what would 


rioNV be called her regal 
“image.” In bpr old age the 
sumptuous celebraticm of her 
Golden and Diamond Jubilees 
with spectacular processions 
and national festivities made 
her triumphantly popular. 

“Too kind, too kind,” she 
murmured after her drives 
amid the cheering crowds. 
There was affectionate sym¬ 
pathy for the little old lady 
passing by. ‘the “Widow, ^f 
Windsor,” so frail, so persis¬ 
tent. Republicanism had been 
dwindling for some year.**. 
Now it was dead. 

It could not and did not re¬ 
turn. No Labor Party confer¬ 
ence, however much dominat- 
■cd by the extremists, would 
think of passing a republican 
resolution. That would lose 
millions of votes. It is realized 
that the monarchy, whatever 
it costs, pays its way as a 
convenience. The long, con¬ 
tentious and sometimes gro¬ 
tesquely silly campaigning of 
the American presidential 
elections have made Impossi¬ 
ble any desUe fur a similar 
razz-ma-tazz in this country. 
Our general elections are 
quite enough. The pollsters do 
not often bother to inquire 
about the popular valuation of 
the monarthy. 

So the second Queen Eliza¬ 
beth. calmly brushing aside 
the insults ait Stirling< went 


off with htr husband and 
daughter to be the guest of 
President Tito in near-Com- 
munist Yugoslavia, tactful 
and cheerful, as in all such 
frequent duties of her office. 

The royal procession to 
Westminster to open the new 
session of Parliament last 
week was watched by crowds 
of applauding loyalists, fas¬ 
cinate by the horse-^awn 
coach of state and the uni¬ 
forms of the Household Caval¬ 
ry. To a lonely republican re¬ 
alist it may seem to be "a 
load of old rubbish.” To the 
man, and particularly the 
woman, in the street and !o 
millions of television-viewers 
it is a refreshing change to 
have a glimpse of London 
without a mOtor-car in sight 
and with its equestrian past 
put on popular parade. The 
scarlet uniforms "paint the 
town red,” and the color is 
relished. 

There may be recurrent 
murmuring about unneces¬ 
sary extravagance. But it is 
generally understood that the 
price of glamor and glitter is 
as much subject (o inflation 
as the price of fish and chips. 
If there is waste on excessive 
entertainment when (he queen 
visits a city or a college it is 
not of her choosing. She can 
contentedly walk and talk in a 
public street without miles of 
red carpet on the pavement.

Peace in Armistice? 


The recent evolution in Viet¬ 
nam has been strange by con- • 
ventional standards. 

The war, which lasted the 
lifetime of a generation, has 
gone through dramatic 
changes. The Communist 
camp experienced the conse¬ 
quences of the Sino-Sovlet 
conflict, while the v)atriots 
in the South were headed by 
vastly diflerent t^crsonalities 
like Diem. I^an. Minh, 
Ky. and presently Thicu. The 
religious groups and sects, 
with the exception of the 
Catholics and the Hoa-Hao, 
added to the prevailing insta¬ 
bility. 

All this reminds us of the 
Vietnamese past. Disorder 
has prevailed for centuries in 
large parts of the country. 
The difference with today was 
mainly that those who used to 
be called 50 or 100 years ago 
the bandits, have presently 
chosen the more respectable 
name of Viet Q)ng. 

★ ★ * 

This fundamental situation 
is unlikely to change with the 
armistice. It would be a dan¬ 
gerous illusion to believe that, 
because the leaders have 
decided to slop the fighting, 
tiic units must necessarily 
olxfy their orders. Laos is a 
good example. There too, we 
had peace treaties which did 
not prevent the armies from 
operating, not to impose their 
political criteria, but primari¬ 
ly in order to rob the civil¬ 
ians. 

The armistice in Vietnam 
will hence logically lead more 
t(» a state of reduced warfare 
than to genuine peace. The 
true importance of the event 
lies in the fact that the major 
powers arc given a chance to 
extricate themselves from an 
impossible siituation. Whether 
this will apply to their politi¬ 
cal Involvement is doubtful. 

* ★ ★ 

Henceforth the evolution in 
North Vietnam will bear 
watch^g. It was clear since 
tlie beginning of the year that 
China was not really Interest¬ 
ed in the victory of Soviet- 
dominated Hanoi. As long as 
the war continued officially. 
Peking could do nothing but to 
slew down Soviet weapons dc- 
, livery and to prevent the 
clearing of the mined harbors. 
Henceforth Mao's hand is free 
for an active policy in North 
Vietnam. The Russians are 
certain to spare no efforts to 
control Indochina, as a base 
against southern China. This 
rivalry should permit patriot¬ 
ic Vietnamese, opposed to 
Communist oppression, to 
play an important role. 

Many observers believe in a 
chain reaction, the famous do- 
mino theory. This is far from 
certain. The rivalry in the 
Communist camp sharply

limits its freedom of action. 
Also North Vietnam has suf¬ 
fered much. The exhausted 
people, bled white in the war, 
are bpund to experience a 
))sychoiogical shock. Even 
united Communists would 
have great trouble to whip the 
dying nation into yet another 
adventure. It is instead rather 
likely that Indochina will play 
no major world political nilc 
at least for the lifetime of this 
martyr generation. 

The change in the world 
balance of forces has also a 
major impact. Americans are 
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in several countries of South 
East Asia under conditions in¬ 
finitely more favorable than 
those they found in Vietnam. 
They have since the Bang¬ 
ladesh war a powerful fleet in 
the Indian Ocean. Further¬ 
more. (he states of Southeast 
Asia seem ready to cooperate 
politically. Finally. Japan has 
become a first-rate power 
which, togetlier with In¬ 
donesia. will exercise a Mahi- 
lizing influence in the Far 
East. Thus the future evolu¬ 
tion must not be judged in the 
light of past events but rather 
in the perspective of present 
j-ealities.

The NDP government 
is learning the hard way 
that It’s not enough to 
have good intentions. 

Take the new minimum 
wage for Instance. Labor Min¬ 
ister William King announced 
last week the new minimum 
wage of 52 an hour will be¬ 
come effective Dec. 4. It ap¬ 
plies to all workers, full and 
part-time, except those 17 and 
under. 

King mentioned at the time 
that the bulk of the mail hi.s 
department has received in 
opposition to the move cumes 
from those who think the two- 
level minimum scale is an act 
of discrimination against 
young people. 

The minister looked pained 
as he commented that no 
matter what a government 
tries to do It Is bound to be 
•criticized. He’s right, of 
course, but just how right 
even he doesn’t know at this 
stage. 

★ ★ ★ 

lliis U a classic case of a 
govemmOTt acting first and 
then studying the conse¬ 
quences of its action as a kind 
of afterthought. Meanwhile, 
however, a lot of people are 
going to be hurt. 

Some of them are going to 
be small businessmen and 
women. It's the privilege of 
the government to say, as 
some of Its representatives 
did in the legislature during 
the recent special session, 
that borderline businesses 
shouldn’t exist by the exploi¬ 
tation of workers earning 
51.50 an hour. 

But the raising of the mini¬ 
mum wage, by stages to 52.50 
on June J, 1974, is also going 
to create a certain amount of 
unemployment. 
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WhclUcr the end — to 
create a j-easonable if nof de¬ 
cent standard of living for 
unskilled workers and so pro¬ 
vide an incentive for them to 
get off welfare — justifies the 
means, remains to be seen.

From a purely altruistic 
viewpoint there seems to be 
no doubt that the government 
should have gone ahead in the 
fashion it has, upping the 
minimum wage Immediately 
to 52, and providing for fur¬ 
ther increases over a period 
of just over 18 months. 

If the welfare problem, and 
all of its attendant ills, is ever 
to bo solved, there must be an 
Incentive -- which in our soci¬ 
ety inevitably means a pecu¬ 
niary advantage — to work 
for a living. 

The NDP is trying to do ju.st 
that, but in it.s unique Idealis¬ 
tic fashion It may also l>e 
creating a situation In which 
a considerable number of uni¬ 
versity students who depend 
upon part-time earnings will 
lose their jobs. 


A friend of mine, who runs 
a local bookstore and makes 
no pretence of operating sole¬ 
ly In the public Interest, 
argues that as a result of the 
new arbitrary minimum wage 
decree some of his part-time 
workers are going to suffer. 

They are university stu¬ 
dents who work part-time pro¬ 
viding the service the public 
e.xpects from a bookstore, 
provision of books not gener¬ 
ally available here, and he 
argues that at 52 an hour 
their contribution isn’t suf¬ 
ficient to justify the added ex¬ 
pense.

If there i.s any extra money 
to be distributed in the form 
of raises, my Informant 
claims, it will be given to his 
most experienced and valu¬ 
able full-time employees. And 
he adds, “I don’t think my 
position is unique in the busi¬ 
ness community.”

But thei'o was 
clearly no expression of a 
cross section of opinion of 
small business or else the 
NDP government would have 
modified its new minimum 
w-age submissions in some 
way.

Th<» Justicialista party, jxh 
litical arm of the Peronist 
movement he founded more 
than a quarter century ago, 
has nominated him for pres¬ 
ident in elections scheduled 
for nc.xt March. 

They will restore constitu¬ 
tional, democratic govern¬ 
ment to this South American 
nation after six years of mili¬ 
tary rule and economic mis¬ 
management. 

Peron will address the na¬ 
tion by radio and television, 
and at that time he is expect¬ 
ed to decline the presidential 
nomination and name another 
as his choice for nomination 
by his followers.

In the last free election in 
1965, Pcronist-backed can¬ 
didates got 33, per cent of the 
vote, and the^ strength is be¬ 
lieved to have increased since 
then. The next strongest 
party, the Radical, is believed 
to have retained between 20 
and 25 per cent. 

A candidate endorsed by 
Peron would be expected to 
win on the first ballot by an 
absolute majority or, if not 
then, for sure in the second 
round or popular run-off 
under the French voting sys¬ 
tem. 

Perun and the military 
junta are believed to have 
reached agreement on Hie 
Peronist candidate or at least 
on several potential nominees. 

After naming a compromise 
candidate, Peron is expected 
to fade away like a go^ sol¬ 
dier. 

He may return after the 


election, it is said, to bury his 
second wife, Kva, who shared 
power with him until her 
death from cancer in 1^52 and 
who was venerated by the fol¬ 
lowers the Perons called “de- 
scamisados” — or “shlrtless 
ones." 

He preserved body is In 
Peron’s villa in Madrid. 

The body, which was taken 
from its shrine in Buenos 
Aires and hidden by the mili¬ 
tary government that followed 
Peron’s regime, was returned 
to him last year when 
Lanusse began his cautious 
rapprochement with the 
former dictator. 

The body had been buried 
under a false name in an Ita¬ 
lian churchyard. 

Peron’s appeal, after 17 
years of exile, and that of his 
movement are basically to the 
frustrated nationalism of the 
24 million Argentines.

The nation, with a skilled 
worker base, rich natural re¬ 
sources, a desire for interna¬ 
tional greatness, and with vir¬ 
tually no illiteracy, has not 
been able to forge ahead. 

Whoever the Peronist presi¬ 
dential candidate is, his elec¬ 
tion probably would signal the 
nationalization of foreign 
banking and much tighter 
control of foreign investments 
— for starters. 


Black Africa Stops Dissent 


Philomcna Ch cl a g a t 
Isn’t going to college any¬ 
more. ^ 

She’s been c.xi>cllcd from 
the University of Nairobi for 
editing a revolutionary stu¬ 
dent newspaper and for quot¬ 
ing in it some thoughts of 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung. 
Chairman Mao’s thoughts arc 
banned in Kenya. 

In analyzing the prime 
cause of recent student 
unrest, for instance, she pin¬ 
pointed “their utter comtempt 
for the capitalist system exist¬ 
ing in Kenya, wherein a rul¬ 
ing elite continues to maintain 
Itself in power by oppressing 
the masses, conspiring with 
the imperialists and nco- 
colonialists, and promoiting 
the Interests of a few at the 
expense of the majority.” 

In developing Africa, this is 
powerful stuff.

In resi>onsc to it, Nairobi’s 
Sunday Nation, which under¬ 
stands the rules of press 
“freedom” in developing soci- 
tles, printed an underecored, 
front-age headline asking: "Is 
this treason?”

Nor is Philomcna the only

state. 

In late July, (ihana’s Na¬ 
tional Redemjrtion Council 
banned two papers, tlie Pio¬ 
neer, which is an independent 
daily, and a weekly, the .^cho. 

Following those bannings, 
the state-oovned Daily Graph¬ 
ic. accustomed to supporting 
whoever rules in Ghana, 
opined that the move did not 
“trample on fiWdom of 
speech." Rather, ft said, it 
was a “question of silencing 
jrresiKmsible, reactionary, vi¬ 
cious. and disruptive cri¬ 
ticism." 

At a govctnment-siKjnsorcd 
seminar in early August. 
President Kaunda complained 
to Zambian journalists that 


the .country's press gave too 
much emphasis lo crime, cor¬ 
ruption. and girls. Henceforth, 
he ordered, he wanted more 
coverage of Zambia’s eco- 
n o m i c and development 
achievemens. 

While speaking bluntly to 
newsmen, Kaunda has ap¬ 
proached op{X)siUon politi¬ 
cians more cautiously. But he 
has the same goal in view: He 
wants them to toe the Zam¬ 
bian government line. 

In the past, he has tolerated 
a weak opposition, jailed po¬ 
tentially |>ower£ul politicians, 
and claimed that he would 
never force the emergence of 
one-party rule. Now he has 
changed his mind. 

Zambia will become a one- 
jiarty state, Kaunda has an¬ 
nounced. He is presently woo¬ 
ing dissenting politicians with 
blandishments, threats, and 
coercion, eschewing the es¬ 
tablished African practice of 
simply banning the opposi¬ 
tion. 

★ 

Such cvenU occur in every' 
African country. Troublesome 
students are punished, some¬ 
times silenced. Overzealous 
newsmen are cautioned, 
“leaned on,” sometimes si¬ 
lenced. Political opposition is 
weakened or eradicated. 

What thi.s means is that In 


most African countries .there 
is in practice no room for dis¬ 
sent. 

The white-ruled countries 
control dissent simply be¬ 
cause such control is vital to 
the survival of the dominant 
white minorities. 

The situation in black’ruled 
developing countries is much 
more complex. There, dissent 
is silenced in part <as a means 
of preserving privilege for the 
“ins." 

But most of all. such coun¬ 
tries lack economic develop¬ 
ment. Without it, political and 
social development cannot be 
guaranteed. 

★ ★ ★ 

Most black African coun- 
trle.s arc trying to mobilize 
their populations for deve¬ 
lopment. One way to do this is 
1o eliminate — or at least 
reduce — divisivcncss. 

Western nations do reduce 
divisiveness when they jobi- 
lize for war. Politicians mute 
their criticism. Citizens ac¬ 
cept conscription, rationing, 
censorship, privatiOT, sacri¬ 
fice. 

African leaders want to mo¬ 
bilize in the same way for 
development. They believe 
that poor countries cannot af¬ 
ford luxuries like divisi- 
-veness. Their problem is that 
they create dissent by silenc¬ 
ing it. So far, however, most 
of them appear to feel that 
overall tensions arc lessened 
when dLssenl is checked.

VANCOUVER - Labor's 
major forces in B.C. have 
pledged themselves lt» the 
fight for Canadian aulonoiny 
in lilt' inlernationnl union 
mo\cnicrit. 

Delegates rallied strongly 
behind the cause Friday as 
the 17th annual B.C. Federa¬ 
tion of I^abor convenlitm 
wound up here in a spirit of 
nationalism. They approved a 
resolution from their execu¬ 
tive council that will fHit fed¬ 
eration pressure on any affi¬ 
liated International union that 
hasn't given its Canadian sec¬ 
tion a full say in its own af¬ 
fairs. 

Thi.s is an attempt to bring 
some kind of success to Cana¬ 
dian Labor Congre.ss policy 
established in 1970. At that 
time a code of standards was 
set for Canadian autonomy. 

Attacking the same question 
on another ground, the 600 
delegates passed a re.solution 
calling for CLC* constitutional 
changes. Such changes w’ould 
require international union.s 
o|)erating in Canada to abide 
by CLC convention decisions. 

Refusal of American union 1 
headquarters to give in to Ca¬ 
nadian wishes came under at¬ 
tack during a debate that in¬ 
volved no less than 36 sfieak- 
ers. Emotions sometimes ran 
high and the usual expression 
of ideologies that comes from 
the small but noisy left wing 
gave way to the theme of na¬ 
tionalism. 

Terry Simpson of the Inter¬ 
national Brotherhood of Elec¬ 
trical Workers in Vancouver 
said: "The minimum we must 
get is Canadian conventions. 
Canadian policy set by Cana¬ 
dian officers and Canadian 
fontrol of our pen.sinn plans 

Several delegates ap|)eared 
angered by the fact Uiat 25 
per cent of the international | 
unions surveyed by the CLC I 
failed to reply on the que.stion \ 
of how much, If any, au¬ 
tonomy was being granted. 

Vancouver plumbers' dele¬ 
gate Doug Jappy. who said hr 
was an internationalist who 
"firmly believes nationalism 
has been the scourage of the 


human race," was neverthe¬ 
less opixised to the grip 
American unions have on 
their Ca^iadian sections. 

"Canadian officers npiwinl- 
eti by tlic great while fathers 
in Washington some de-. 
mocracy," lie saiil, "Tliey 
have the {anver to come in 
and iHJl Canadian locals under 
trusteeshii» and they d > it. De¬ 
mocracy at work." 

The unity that underlined 
the m(K)d of this convention, 
particularly on such questions 
as Canadian autonomy and 
the fight to re-lnslate the 
United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union in the ‘CIX*. 
appeared to spill over into the 
election of officers. 

Tlie top men of tlie federa¬ 
tions were returned to their 
]K>sts without oppo.sition, with 
one notable exception. Bill 
Stewart of the Marine 
Workers jn Vancouver, who 
has championed the commu¬ 
nist cau.se, was elected filth 
vice-president, defeating the 
establishment's candidate. 
Ron Bone, Vancouver Office 
and Teclmical Employees of¬ 
ficial. by a 302-221 vole. 

It is the first time the left 


wing elements has crAcked tlie 
federations top echelon. There 
was no slate put forward by 
this faction and no other ad- 
lieronLs elected, hut veleran 
unionists say that .Stewart 
alone will have some impact 
<*n ibe "ollicers' club." One 
source, said it will no longer 
exist a.s a "tight little sirip." 

Victory left a sweet taste 
with the 58-ycar-old unionist 

who served as president of 
the now defunct Canadian 
(Congress of Labor body in 
B.C.. in 1948. He had contest¬ 
ed every elecUcm held by the 
federation since U was formed 
in 1957, but had lost every 
lime — last year by only nine 

votes.

Tf you want wUdlife look%l 
after in British Columbia, bet¬ 
ter think twice before you cut 
out the hunter. 

That is the warning given 
by B.C. Wildlife Federation 
director Geoff Warden in the 
^cturenl BCWF newsletter. 

He and BCWF President 
George Smith call u|>on all 
wildlife lovers bird- 

watehera. .natm-aliits, pho¬ 
tographers. and otheits to 
help protect British Colum¬ 
bia's endangered animals and 
birds. 

Warden presents a spirited 
defence «f hunting, in answer 
to the ever-increasing iircs- 
sures against hunting as a 
s{)ort. 

ff 'atchers Hcl/t 

"l1ic birdwatcher, the natu¬ 
ralist. the nature pho¬ 
tographer. the pco|)Ie vNho just 
like to see vvnlcrfowl and deer 
and beam and other wildlife 
from time to time, put noth¬ 
ing directly into provincial 
coffers to help retain the priv¬ 
ilege,” says Warden. 

In the same newsletter. 
BCWF President Smith calls 
upon "every club and every 
member" to urge new* Recre¬ 
ation and Conservation Min¬ 
ister Bob Williams to protect 
wildlife and to make sure 
more money is made avail¬ 
able for wildlife nianagemenr. 

Civil Serviinl.i 

■ \\> are j-esolved to iiWt 
that senior civil senarm< 
close to the minister give the 
kind of leadership and advice 
that will set the fish and wild¬ 
life branch on a projjressive 
course of scientific manage¬ 
ment of wildlife management. 
That, of course, means more 
men and money, including 


money from non-consumptive 
users who get healthy recrea¬ 
tion from seeing wildlife and 
knowing it is being cohscn-cd 
for future generations," says 
Smith. 

Whei’ls Moving 

"Your federation directors 
have already set the wheels in 
motion for talks with Bob Wil¬ 
liams, the new minister,, pf_ 
recreation and conservation. 
Hopefully we will get miire 
(xisitivc responses than we re¬ 
ceived from the former holder 
of the jiortfolio it's damned 
certain we can’t get wor.«;e,’’ 
says Smith. 

"Hunters, together with 
sfK>rts fishermen, were the 
first to recognize the detri¬ 
mental effects of expanding 
civilizatiun on forest, field and 
siream." explains Warden. 

Citizen Force 

"In British Columbia the 
only effective citizens' force 
for conservation for more 
than a decade and a half 
(and. although unorganized 
provincially. before that) 
were the clubs of the B.C. 
Wildlife Federation, originat¬ 
ed by hunters and fishermen, 
and still largely supporteri by 
them." 

Closed Season 

Warden tells how the hiinl- 
ei-s and fishermen have 
fniighl industrial intni.sion 
into parks, the devastation of 
.strip mining habitant-eguifing 
hydro imiHiundmcnt.s. landfill 
promotions that would r«>b 
waterfowl and shorebirds of a 
I'lace to live, and many other 
issues that affect wildlife, 
huntable or not. 

He tells how early in tlie

Beyond that, he notes. 
siKirtsmen arc asking that 
"development" leave a place 
for wildlife lo live. 

Major Revenue 

Before they press their case 
any further. Warden says an¬ 
ti-hunters should note very 
carefully that "in British Co- 
lumliia the only pruvincial 
agency charged with manag¬ 
ing and protecting wildlife of 
all kinds ~ not just huntable 
animals and catchable fish, 
but AIX wildlife'— draws iLs 
ma.ior revenue from one 
gniup of people who have 
shown thcmKoIvofi .invariably 
concerned .md interested —• 
the hunters. 

"Without the hunters we 
would have even less govern¬ 
ment involvement in protec¬ 
tion of wildlife than we have 
at the present, and God 
knows, it’s little eni>ugh," says 
Warden >=•■> 

JSo Upkeep 

The general tajcpaycr con¬ 
tributes not one nickel toward 
upkeep of wildlife In British 
('olumhia. observes Warden. 

He notes that mast out- 
doorsmen other than hunf- 
er.s ,ind fishermen - "don't 
even fight back when dcvoloi>- 
rrs threaten wildlife habitat. 
The hunter docs," h^ says. 
"In fact he puts in the most 
dollars for the purpose, by 
far." 

Cure Hogwash 

Warden maintains "the ar¬ 
gument that hunters are a 
threat to the survival of wild¬ 
life is pure hogwash to anyone I 
who knows anything about j 
wildlife population dynam¬ 
ics.” 

He says many people have 
an over-simplified idea that If 
no .'inimal Ls shot, eventually 
and inevitably we must end 
up with more of any species. ■

Food Suft/dy 

"Humankind, those i»f us 
who arc really concerned 
aljout wildlife, want to main¬ 
tain wild animals in a healthy 
condition all the time. Philo¬ 
sophical old Mother Nature is 
ready to let a species build u;> 
to numbers exceeding their 
f(KKl supply, then seeing them 
getting out of hand, she cuts 
them dowTi rfniclly and dras¬ 
tically with a hard winter or 
two," explains Warden. 

He notes that through over¬ 
populations animal ranges be¬ 
come devastated by too many 
hungry animals and that it 
takes years to recover to the 
point that they can support 
the affected siKieies in 
numbers, 

Keeit Bninnee 

•Modern wildlife managers 
try to adjust hunting seasons 
-so that hunters take sufficient 
animals, and only sufficient 
animals, to keep a population 
in balance with its habitat. 

"Properl^ controlled, mod¬ 
em maija^ed hunting is no 
threat to wildlife,” says War¬ 
den. "Hunters, in fact, usually 
arc the first to tlcmand more 
restrictions whenever they 
think a' sj>e<ics i.s threat¬ 
ened." 

Raze Forests 

But Warden rxiinLs out that 
regprdlcss of hunting, man is 
nevertheless a teiTible hazard 
tq, the survival of wildlife in 
British Columbia, as he is 
elsewhere. Not because he 
hunts, but because he tends to 
ignore the needs of wdidlife 
for food, shelter and water. 

"We humans flood, mine. 


raze forests, turn cattle loose 
on grasslands, reclaim shal¬ 
low bays, poison land and 
water with insecticides and 
industrial wastes and then 
ask: 'Where has all the wild¬ 
life gone?* ’* says Warden. 

Warden doesn't deny that 
killing is a part of the sport of 
hunting and that it is the cli¬ 
max of any successful hunt. 

"But, I have never hunted 
w’ith anyone who sets out bur- 
ing with desire to kill, or any¬ 
one who took sadistic delight 
in watching a do^yncd animal 
give its last few kicks." he 
says. 

Respect Animal 

"The hunters I know more 
often show signs of regret, 
even remorse, at the kill. 
They respect the animal that 
has provided the reason for 
their being there." 

The kill is not the hunt, ex¬ 
plains warden. 

"The chase is not tlie hunt 
in total, though it means 
much more to most of us than 
the climax." he explains. "A 
hunt is in fact a sequential ex¬ 


perience: the anticipation of 
gathering gear, the com¬ 
panionship of travel and 
camp, the exhilaration of hik¬ 
ing until sign is found, the lit¬ 
tle side shows of nature that 
crop up along the way, the 
chase, and then finally, the 
kill. Or. more often than not, 
the chance missed. 

Fond Memories 

"Interwoven are simple en¬ 
joyment of the outdoors, and 
later, fond memories of the 
whole experience." 

It is the total experience 
that really counts with hunt¬ 
ers. and the eltmax, the kill, 
makes up a very small part of 
that total, says Warden. 

He says when critics relate 
hunting with killing they have 
left a great deal out of the 
whole picture. 

ISature World 

"Much of the criticism of 
hunting today comes from 
people who have only recently 
discovered the words 'envi¬ 
ronment' and ‘ecology’ and 


belatedly have leaned tiie 
shocking truth that man is a 
part of. and not master over, 
nature." 

Warden says that In the 


world of nature the hunter be< 
comes just another predator, 
another hazard for the deer or 
moose or elk to face in a lUe 
fraught with peril every day.

One lab wjU be set up in the 
Maritimes, he said, and an¬ 
other on the West Coast. No 
decision has been made yet 
on the location of the lab 
here, but it will probably be 
made before the end of'the 
year, and Victoria is one of 
the favored sites.

The decision will be made 
by members of the newly 
created regional advisory 
committee to the Pacific Re¬ 
gional Laboratory which held 
its first meeting in Victoria 
Friday. 

There is a problem, eaid 
Dr. Stolow, of deterioration of 
collections tlirougtiout the 
province, and Indian and Es¬ 
kimo artifacts are particu¬ 
larly threatened. 

Pun>ose of the lab will be to 
find ways of preserving col¬ 
lections as well as to carry 
out the actual work of conser¬ 
vation. he said. 

For instance totem poles in 
various locations are deterio¬ 
rating rapidly, and there is 
need for some way to be 
found to strengthen insect and 
rot-ridden wot^ as well as to 
preserve that which is good. 

It would likely be necessary, 
then to combine both field an^ 
lab operations. ^ 

"Small pieces of wood 
would probably be brought 
into the lab for o.xperiments." 


said Dr. Philip Ward, chief 
conservator of the provincial 
museum and an advisory 
committee member. 

“Then men will be sent In 
treat the totem poles where 
they are situated, which 
usually means working with 
water logged timbers up to 
your knees In mud and up to 
your neck in fireweed and 
brambles ~ a kind of mix¬ 
ture of improvisation and 
science." 

W'ard said the provincial 
museum has already done 
some work along these lines, 
and he sees the problems of 
totem p>olcs as one of the 
major areas of need for the 
new Jab to deal with. 

It has been necessary at 
times, he said, for the poles to 
be moved to new locations for 
preservations, so for instance 
out in a hanger at the Pat 
Bay Airport are some totem 
poles brought down from 
Prince Rupert, which had 
originally been in the Queen 
Charlottes, 


“We don't have a place to 
put them although they've 
been restored," he said. 

He felt, however, that such 
artifacts have more meaning 
if they can be preserved so 
that they can remain in their 
original Ideations. 

It is hoped that entire In¬ 
dian villages can be con¬ 
served as cultural resources 
through the new program. 

The eon.servation program, 
said Dr. Stolow, has become 
more necessary with the re¬ 
cent federal emphasis upon 
travelling museums which 
will be used to make people 
familiar with the history of 
different parts of the country. 

“You have to slow the 
process of deterioration, be¬ 
cause travelling is hard on ar¬ 
tifacts," said Dr. Stolow. 

Priorities for the laboratory 
will be set by the regional 
committee which includes 
Ward, Victoria Art Gallery 
director Colin Graham, John 
Kytc of the provincial muse¬ 
um, Burnaby Art Gallery 
director Sheila Kincaid. Okan¬ 
agan Museum and Archives 
Association custodian Ursula 
Surtees, and UBC’s Museum 
of Anthropology assistant cu¬ 
rator Gloria Webster, 



Totem cure 


In Buffalo Beaching Drug Case 

Hearing 
Pending

“Get your buffalo out of my garden." 

That was the order given by the resi¬ 
dent of one of the small Gulf Islands to a 
neighlxiring island resident, whose 
LMNMi-pound North American buffalo bull 
had swirm the channel separating the 
two islamLs aixl hud made a mess of the 
angry man's orcliard. 

“The incident hapijcncd a couple of 
years ago," SPCA manager David 
Beeching recalled with a grin Friday. 

Victoria’s SPCA was called in to liclp 
get Itic shaggy animal back to his home 
island near Sidney. The society’s territo¬ 
ry stretches south of the Malahat from 
Suoke to Sidney. 

The buffalo owner had received three 
of the animals from a federal park in Al¬ 
berta where a herd w'as being thinned. 
The government had decided not to 
fdaughler nil the excess animals but 
make some available for cxiierimerdnl 
breeding. 

The man who owned tlie animals re¬ 
ceived two heifers and a bull. 

“It wasn’t long before the bull decid¬ 
ed tiicrc were greener pastures on a 
noightKiring island. This was when the 
trouble sfiW68,’’ Beeching said. 

Armed with a tranqullli/cr rifle and 
lassos, Beeching and five hclpcivs 
readied the island by fishing boat and 
managed-to shoot a tranquillizing dart 
into the animal’s rear. 


“Then the fun started. We'd drag him 
two feel and he’d pull us back six. We 
had the ropes attached to his horns and 
it was a real tug-of-war until the drug 
apparently started to wear off. He be¬ 
came angry then and made a wild da.sh 
to the beach with us in tow.” 

“'Fwo of the men managed .snub 
ihcir ropes around trees on either side of 
Iho liuffalo which brouglit him to a hall 
and with the use of an A-framc on the 
(ish boat we managed to tow him back to 
his proper island," Beeching said. 

The case of the wayward bison is one 
of the more unusual examples of the 
lliousands of calls to help distressed ani¬ 
mals the SPCA receives annually. 

Recently a call came from a woman 
who reported one of the Beacon Hill 
Park ducks was suffering from cold feet 
because she noticed first the duck would 
stand on one foot and then the other. 

Many of the calls received are reports 
of injured animals who need help in a 
hurry. 

“We are on call 24 hour.s a day." 
Beeching .said. 

He also said that last year the society 
had picked up l.lWi injured animal.s. 

The society also provides a service to 
the community by disposing of unwanted 
animals. ^ 

The SPCA is one of the 24 ajpncics to 
share in the money donated to Greater 
Victoria’s United Appeal. This year’s 
United Appeal campaign target has been 
set at J724,931. 


Minimum Wage Hike 
To Hit Care Homes 


Raising of the B.C. mini¬ 
mum wage means the provin¬ 
cial government will have to 
provide more public money 
for private hospitals and rest 
liomcs if they are not to go 
out of business or increase 
tlioir rates. 

'I’hat was the outlook de¬ 
scribed Friday, by John 
Hanrahan of Victoria, direc¬ 
tor of the B.C. Rest Home As¬ 
sociation. 

The minimum wage In B.C. 
goes to $2 Dec. 4, $2.25 on 
Dec. 3, 1973 and $2.50 on June 
3, 1974. 

Hanrahan said that while 
private hospital and rest 
home operators were con¬ 
cerned about the cost in¬ 
crease. they are not panick¬ 
ing. 

"I am sure this new govern¬ 
ment will realize our problem 
and will give what is needed 
to meet it," he said. 

"The NDP has always 
expressed its concern that the 
elderly should get proper 
treatment." 


Hanrahan said he agrees 
with the principle of the new 
wage. "These people working 
in the homes certainly earn 
it," he said. 

However, he added, the iiit)- 
vincial government will have 
to put in some money or 
smalicr homes will be forced 
out of business. 

"This increase will be 54,000 
a month in one large private 
hospital." 

Hanrahan said private hos¬ 
pitals currently receive 510 a 
day for each welfare patient, 
while rest homes receive a 
minimum of 55 a day. At least 
a 55 daily increase is needed 
in each case, he said. 

Guests in the rest homes 
pay an average of 5300 to 5400 
a month depending upon facil¬ 
ities and needs, he said, and 
cost to them will have to be 
Increased at least 525 monthly 
to meet the increased payroll. 

Operators have ^ot yet 
sought a meeting with the 
new government, said Hanra¬ 
han, because they have felt 
the new legislators are very 


busy. "We will need a meet¬ 
ing very shortly," he said. 

Meanwhile most city restau¬ 
rants are adopting a wait and 
.see attitude before raising 
prices, in spite of a recent 
resolution by the Victoria and 
Southern Vancouver Island 
branch of the Canadian Res¬ 
taurant Association to put a 
lO-per-cent increase into ef¬ 
fect when pay was increased. 

Premier Barrett, however, 
has said that he docs not see 
the wage increase as a signal 
for price increases in restau* 
rants. 

Many city restaurants are 
unionized, and in these wages 
are already over the 52 mark 
and operators do not expect to 
change prices. 

Other restaurants voluntari¬ 
ly pay above the minimum to 
their staff. 

Restaurant Association 
president Gordon Schoor said 
Friday that operators will 
wait until they see the effect 
on the balance sheet of the 
new wage scales before in¬ 
creasing prices. 


A special sitting of Victoria 
Provincial Court may be held 
in the Law Courts Building 
for the preliminary hearing of 
five Victoria residents 
charged witli conspiracy to 
traffic in heroin and conspira¬ 
cy to possess heroin for the 
purposes of trafficking. 

It may also be possible that 
the hearing will not proceed 
at all if Judge William Ostler 
grants a defence motion to 
quash the joint charge against 
the five because the charge 
isn't properly worded. 

These were two of the possi¬ 
bilities which arose wlicn the 
five appeared in Provincial 
Court Friday morning. 
Charged arc: Robert Gerald 
Langer, 30, and Michael 
Kineses. 27, both of 1414 Hill¬ 
side; Sharron Yvonne Dan- 
nenberg, 2G. of 425 Quebec; 
Wendy Ann Dance. 25. of 2321 
Cook, and Daniel Hadden, 57, 
of 1018 Oliphant. 

Ostler said that during the 
next week he would look into 
the possibilities of arranging 
a special sitting of the court 
to hoar the case rather than 
fit it into the regular trial 
schedule. 

Lawyers in the case es- 
tipiated that at least four 
clear days would be required 
for a preliminary hearing on 
the charge.s, and trials in the 
regular court are already 
being set into February. 

Lsmyers for Langer and 
Hadden particularly were 
eager to get the case on as 
soon as possible because their 
clients have been refused bail 
and remain in jail. 

Ostler said it might be pos¬ 
sible to get a special sitting 
arranged for as early as the 
week of Dec. 11 to hear the 
case. One such special sitting, 
(or a week in January, is al¬ 
ready pending to deal with 
persons charged in a drug 
raid in October. 

But the whole hearing could 
be unnecessary if Ostler de¬ 
cides to grant the defence mo¬ 
tion to quash the charges. He 

j reserved decision on it Friday 
for a week after hearing ar¬ 
gument from crown counsel 


Cecil Branson and from Bob 
Price, counsel for Dance and 
Kineses, supported by the 
other defence counsel. 

Price argued that the 
charge, particularly words in 
dt wtiich read that the five 
conspired "one with the other 
or with others of them" was 
so vaguely worded that it al¬ 
lowed a multiplicity of sjwcific 
diargos witliin the charge, h 
situation which is not allowed 
in law. 

Branson said Uir words did 
not make the chai'ge that 
loose. 

Ostler ..said he wished to 
consider the legal ix>sition on 
the motion and to receive fur¬ 
ther written submissions on 
the question. 

Earlier the judge had ruled 
that all five must be tried 
togetlicr, not separately. Be¬ 
cause Hadden had elected to 
be ti'ied by a judge and jury, 
thiit meant that all five must, 
he said. 

The other four had wished 
to elect trial by a magistrate 
without a jury, and the de¬ 
fence had urged that all five 
be allowed to be tried separa¬ 
tely and as they each wished. 

Defences for some of the 
five might be attacks on 
others of the five, and this 
would be difficult if they were 
being tried together, said 
Price. 

Also, in such a case as this 
“tlic dangers of guUt hy as¬ 
sociation arc more apparent" 
than in many others. 

Branson argued that a gen¬ 
eral principle was that in 
cases of "definite jadnt en¬ 
deavor" the accused should 
be tried together unless it 
could be definitely shown that 
this would result in a miscar¬ 
riage of Justice to one or more 
of the accused. 

Ostler agreed, saying ho felt 
this principle wa.s "particu¬ 
larly apjilicablc in a charge of 
conspiracy." 

Also in court Friday, a scf>- 
arale charge of possession of 
marijuana Oct. 27 in Victoria 
was laid against Mrs. Dance. 
She -pleaded not guilty and 
was remanded for a week for 
a date to be set for trial.

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Olympia Finds Key to Waterfront Control

The practice of building 
highri.ses and otiicr massive 
developments right at the wa¬ 
terfront is almost a thing of 
the past in the state of Wash¬ 
ington, according to Rod 
Mack, "senior planner of the 
stale’s ecology department. 

**’A developer utiuld find it. 
extremely difficult, if not im¬ 
possible lo get a permit for‘Jr 
highrise at the shoreline of 


any lake, river or the coast,’* 
Mack said in an interview 
Friday from Olympia, Wash. 

The secret, he said, is in the 
Shorelines Management Act, 
given preliminary status by 
the sfhte legislature 18 
months ago and approved last 
Tuesday hy Washinglon 
voters. 

Voters turned xiown a pixv 
jKisal to place the act under 
state government jurisdiction. 

Instead, they approved the 
alternative measure which 


gives counties and municipal¬ 
ities jurisdiction over the act. 
That version was passed by 
the legislature last year but 
was to be effe^ve only until 
the election. ' 

Had voters rejected the cn-^' 
tire package, the act would 
have l)cen scrapped. 

Mack said B.C. could bene¬ 
fit a great deal from Washing¬ 
ton's experience with regard 
to the management of shorc- 
hnes. Like Washington, B.C. 
was fortunate in having sub¬ 


stantial shorelines, but with¬ 
out adequate protection, they 
would be doomed. 

Interest in the Shorelines 
ManagerQ/}nt Act has already . 
ijeen expre.ssed by several 
B.C. officials, including pro¬ 
vincial Liberal leader David 
•Anderson, and Ken Farquhar- 
son. chairman of the B.C. 
Sierra Oub. 

Both said earlier this week 
the provincial government 
should look into thc'posstblllty 
of designing a similar mecha¬ 


nism to protect B.C.’s shore¬ 
lines from undesirable devel¬ 
opment. 

Mack said the act so far 
«8iiul aabiaved everything it 
was intended for. 

The practice of landfill 
operations, he said, had been 
completely eliminated. He 
also said the quality of devel¬ 
opment proposals near fore¬ 
shores had improved a great 
deal. 

Past (^ifKisition lo the acl, 


he said, had come from irre¬ 
sponsible develc^rs and from 
uninformed owners of small 
pieces of waterfront laiM. 

The real purpose of the act. 
Mack said, was not to prohibit 
ail de\;elofjment at shOTelines 
but to place strict controls on 
it. Construction of single-fami¬ 
ly homes was in no way af¬ 
fected by the act, except that 
a permit must be obtained bc- 
foi'eoonstruction begine. - 

Mack said the present act 


would work better in the long 
run than the proposed version 
which would have placed it 
under exclusive state jurisdic¬ 
tion. . 

Too many counties and mu- ' 
niclpalities. he said, were' a 
considerable distance from 
Olympia. To administer sudi 
legislation, he said, a great 
deal of local circumstances 
„must be considered. 'Hiat was 
next to lmpo.sslble fof a state 
government. 


For added protection, he 
said, both parties — the de¬ 
veloper and the municipality 
or county — could go before a 
sUte board of at>r»eal if they 
wish. ^ 

The act applies lo the Shore¬ 
lines of all lakes, rivers and 
the coast. Anyone who wants 
to build a structure within 200 
feet of any shoreline at a cost 
of $1,000 or more,.must apply 
for a special development per¬ 
mit.

NEW YOpC (APj — A new 
drug, containing approved 
Ingrdients, was used to stimu¬ 
late athletes in the Munich 
Olympic G^mes, The Mew 
York Times said Friday. 

The Timw said that ath¬ 
letes from the Soviet Union, 
East Germany and other east¬ 
ern European countries had 
arcess to the drug. 

In a story which said that 
"the use and availability of 
drugs" at the Munich Olym¬ 
pics was "the tnoR vvide- 
opread and<^n in the history 


of the modern Games," The 
Times said the new drug con¬ 
tained caffeine and nico¬ 
tinamide, neither of which 
was on the Olympic list of 
banned dru^. 

Caffeine, most commonly 
associated with coffee, is an 
alkaloid used jn medicine as a 
cerebral and cardiac stimu¬ 
lant Nicotinamide causes the 
blood vessels tn enlarge, in¬ 
creasing the flow Of bl<30d and 
theoretically inrreases the ox¬ 
ygen supply to muscles. 


The Times said Dr. David 
•lames, an American chemist 
in Switzerland and former 
world-class sprinter, tested 30 
Swiss athletes after the Olym¬ 
pics. - 

"The persona’ actions were* 
more rapid,” Dr, James re¬ 
ported. "it seemed tz) delay 
fatigue, their reaction time 
wa.s diminished, their motor 
activity was better." 

"One of my Swiss athletes 
obtained pie^drug from a Rus¬ 
sian-wei^tlifter and a Cze¬ 
choslovak weighilifter." 


The Times quoted George 
Frenn, a hammer thrower, 
and Mrs. Olga Connolly, a dis¬ 
cuss thrower, both members 
of the American team, as say¬ 
ing that a former Soviet alh- 
Icte told them the Russians 
had developed a drug capable 
of stimulating an individual 
before competition. 

Soviet officials denied any 
knowledge of a nfw drug but 
Dr. .Tames said it wa.s possi¬ 
ble the drug wae a powder 


that could be taken outright 
or mixed with a drink. 

Elaborate doping prode- 
durcs on thousands of nthicte.s 
at the Games disclosed 23 
positive tests, ThaTinie.s s^. 
Rick DeMont. a 'iH-year^Id 
American swimmer. was 
stripped of his gold medal in 
the 400-mGtre free style and 
disqualified from another 
race because traces of ephe- 
drinr^ a banned riixig which 
he took for asthma, were 
found in his urine.

I,.asl March .she \\a.s pre¬ 
sented the Hazel McLcary 
Award by tlie Victoria Wo- 
men’s Bowling Association. 
'ITie award is given for sincer¬ 
ity. integrity and humanity. 
Mrs. Parsons was a former 
president and secretary of the 
organization. 

Pride came through whor) 
she mentioned the (act that 
she organized the first sanc¬ 
tioned junior tenpin league on 
Vancouver Island, in 1957 at 
Gibson's. 

"It’s a part of niy life I 
wouldn’t have mis.sed.” Mrs. 
Parsons said of the wlmle ex¬ 
perience.

Vegas, probably in January.” 
she admitted, ’'uo came back 
that way after Ixiwling in the 
Women's Inlenialional Bowl¬ 
ing Congress national lour- 
namenl in Tulsa.

It is the Ramayana, an end¬ 
less Hindu saga of how an In¬ 
dian princess was whisked off 
10 Ceylon by many-headed 
bad guys before an involved 
rescue by friendly monkeys 
and a cliff-hanging finish. 

Over the centuries, Hindus 
have watched it on stage, 
screen and temple Wall. Ja¬ 
vanese used buffalo-hldc pup- 
ix‘ts casting shadows on a 
sheet. Indians danced it with 
precise fingertip and head 
movements. 

Before the age of the itner- 
mission, the Ramayana's 
24,008 verses resulted in mil¬ 
lions of sore toes and bleary 
eyes across the Hindu world. 

Since 1961, the epic is a full¬ 
blown musical spectacular 
that takes four nights to com¬ 
plete. A troupe of 400 perform 
it here under the lighted 
spires of the ancient Praman- 
an temple. 

A Javanese prince, who uas 
also tourism minister at the 
time, inspired the modem ver¬ 
sion to lure visitors and tn 
preserve the disappearing art 
of classical dance in Jays, 

The government built a 
huge amphitheatre, calling in 
Dutch engineers for the light¬ 
ing and Charlie Chaplin for 
the grand opening. 

The show draws up to 5,000 
spectators a night at the peak 
season, some paying 52.50 a 
seat, and it still loses mone>'. 
But as a tourist draw and a 
cultural asset it's a g<ild 
mine. 

“I'm ashamed to tell you 
how much I earn,” says 27- 
year-old Dullan Aritin who 
dies regularly in a masterful 
flurry of ballet, acrobatics. 
James Bond judo and his¬ 
trionics for 50 cents a night. 

‘T’ve been dancing since I 
was lO, he said, "f don't know 
when ril stop. It's too much a 
part of me." Like the others, 
he moonlights during full 
moon from his regular job. 

"In .lava, dancing Is an ed¬ 


ucation. a part of life." says 
director R. T. Kusumotanojo, 
a school principal who reluc¬ 
tantly hunt up hi.s mask and 
monkey w’hiskers at 50, 10 
years ago. 

"Some of our dancers are 
eight years old." he adds. 

The Iroupe'.s costumes are 
worth $5,000 and a gamelan — 
the traditional orchestra of 
gongs, bamboo xylophones 
and drums - costs $15,000. 

They went to India a Aew 
years ago and are to tour 
France, Holland and West 
Germany early next year. 

No one in the troupe is 
Hindu. Some are strict Mos¬ 
lems, others are Christians or 
Buddhist.s. 

The Ramayana is widly 
r>opular simply because Ja¬ 
vanese ToVe dance and a good 
story. 

It i.s far from alone in the 
island’s repertoire. Javanese 
dance extends from delicate 
classic movements down to 
the kuda kepong in which a 
youth on a painted bamboo 


horse drops in a frenzied 
trance to whinny, gallop, 
slurp water and even chew 
glass. 

On Ball, the next island 
over, the Ramayana dance 
takes several forms including 
the throbbing ketchak — 
"monkey dance" — in wliich 
scores of glistening naked 
iKxiies sway together to depict 
the monkey army. 

In India’s Kerala State, the 
Kathakali troupe does a form 
of Ramayana featuring a 95- 
year-old dancer and his son. 


Last year performers from 
across Asia gathered in East 
Java for a Ramayana fes¬ 
tival. 

Despite its age and frequent 


r>erformance. the Ramayana 
shows no sign of losing its ap¬ 
peal. Someone has painted on 
the wall of the troupe's un¬ 
derground dressing room: 


"As long as the mountains 
reach to the sky and the rains 
flow the earth, the great story 
of the Ramayana will con¬ 
tinue to live for all time."

By the time the company was 
known as Victoria Machiery Depot and the 
Bay Street slipway was in operation.

Fiorn in .Scotland, Rithet came to Victoria 
in 1862 when he was 20 years old. He went to 
die Cariboo to look for gold but he came 
back to Victoria in 1865 and .for the next half- 
century he was one of the most successful 
businessmen on the Pacific Coast. 

He was as well-known in San Francisco 
and Honolulu as he was in Victoria. He 
became president of the American-Hawaiian 
Sugar Company and. if he had had his way. 
the sugar refinery would have been built in 
Victoria Instead of Vancouver. 


Ho was consul-general here for Hawaii in 
the days when the islands had a queen. He 
formed his own company. R. P. Rithet and 
Company, and. despite bitter opposition, he 
built the Rithet docib. 

He also promoted the extension of the 
British Pacific Railway by bridge to Van- 


TYien came the post-war years and wida 
them. Hairold Husband. As president of the 
company he brought in new equipment to the 
yard and diversified production. 

The Dallas Road yard had 11 good years 
hut then there were no ships to build and it 
closed in November. 1967. 


Only the ghosts are left, of the citwda 
that gathered at Rithet’s Piers at Outer 
Wharf in the days when trans-Pacific ships 
docked there, of the feverish activity of ship¬ 
building during the Second World War, of the 
subsequent era of construction of B.C. fer¬ 
ries, tugs, barges, destroyers and mine- 
eweepers and the final big die building of 
SEDCO 135-F. an oil-drilling rig, completed 
in 1967. After that the shipyard closed, and 
the company has confined itself to the fabri¬ 
cation of indu.strial equipment at its Bay 
Street plant. 


The yard literally grew up with the ships 
as they were built and equipped. A new 
machine shop was constructed, a foundr>*, 
plate shops, electrical and pipe shops. 


The peak payroll during the war vj&e, 3,200 
workers on three shifts, 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. In March, 1954, the yard 
launched its 20th lO.OOO-ton Victory ship.

“One of the ways it can go 
into the institution is by visi¬ 
tors. People can also drop it 
on the perimeter of the Insti¬ 
tution in cigarette packages 
or chocolate bar wrappers 
and inmates . . . out on recre¬ 
ation can .. . pick it up. It's 
an e.xtremcly difficult area to 
jxilice completely." 

Another way drugs were be¬ 
lieved to have been trafficked 
within the jail was from one 
prisoner receiving narcotics 
as part of medication. He 
would then sell his capsules to 
other prisoners, but that was 
curbed by giving narcotics in 
liquid doses.

Wholl Adopt Older Children? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -- 
The Food and Drug Adminut- 
1 ration has launched an edu- 
cation campaign urging 
Christmas shoppers to buy the 
right toy for the right child to 
prevent injuries. 

"The need for public educa¬ 
tion is based on the fact that, 
like most consumer products, 
toys can never be designed 
nor regulated for absolute 
safety," FDA deputy commis¬ 
sioner ShenAin Gai^ncr said 
Thursday at a news confer¬ 
ence. 

Regulation of ha/ardou.s 
toys under the child protec¬ 
tion and toy safety act of 1969 
has resulted in an FDA ban 
on the sale of 830 individual 
toys from dolls and stuffed 
animals with parts that can 
pierce the skin to baby bounc¬ 
ers with parts that can ampu¬ 
tate fingers or toc.s. The act 
gives FDA the authority to 
seize and ban toys and other 
children’s articles with elec¬ 
trical, mechanical or thermal 
hazard. 

But, said Gardner, the con¬ 
sumer has the ultimate bur¬ 
den of toy safety. 

The toy safety campaign, 
carried out under a $137,632 
FDA contract, includes a 
pamphlet listing Safe Toy 


Tips to consumers in an effort 
to curb an estimated 700,000 
toy-related injuries a year. It 
advises: 

• Cioose a toy appropri¬ 
ate for the child’s age and 
development, following the 
age group recommendations 
on some toy packages. 

• Select chemistry sets 
apd electrically-operated ioys 
for older children only and do 
not allow these children to re¬ 
move or replace electrical 
components. 

• Check the labels of fab¬ 
rics for children to determine 
if they are flame-resistant or 
non-flammable and of stuffed 
toys and dolls to determine it 
they are made with hygienic 
materials. 

• Avoid toy.s that produce 
loud noises, like cap pistols 
that can cause damage if 
fired too close to a child's ear, 
and shooting games involving 
darts and arrows unless the 
games arc played under 
parental supervision. 

• Read the instructions 
and teach them to children 
who may use the toys. 

• Check the toys periodi¬ 
cally for sharp points, jagged 
edges and loose parts and su¬ 
pervise young children play¬ 
ing with toys.

There are four children in 
the Greater Victoria area in 
desperate need of horpes 
not foster homes but perma¬ 
nent homes, where they can 
get the kind of emotional sta¬ 
bility and love they badly 
want. 

And because these four chil¬ 
dren are in such desperate 
■traiits, the Family and Chil¬ 
dren’s Service of Victoria is 
going out Into the community 
for the first time to actively 
recruit people who w^uld be 
willing to adopt older chil¬ 
dren. 

"The whole adoption picture 
has changed in North Ameri¬ 
ca in the last few years and in 
Victoria, particularly in the 
last few months," said Olive 
Hatter, resources and place¬ 


ment supetN'isor, at a press 
<-onferencc called Thursday to 
explain the agency’s new 
campaign. , 

In the past adoptive homes 
were usually found for babic.s, 
but last year the number of 
babies available for adoption 
decreased one third, and this 
year is down by 50 per cent. 

"We have tended to think in 
terms of foster homes for 
older children." said Mrs. 
Hatter, "but now we are look¬ 
ing for adoptive homes rather 
than foster homes for children 
with special needs and handi¬ 
caps. 

"This means the agency 
will have to give a lot more 
services to adoptive parents.” 

. The new policy is just one 
of many recent changes in the 
agency’s focus made neces¬ 
sary because of changes in so¬ 
ciety, .said Bernice Packford, 


who look.s after home recruit¬ 
ment and retention at the 
agency. 

"We've been known a.'i a 
child placement agency. Now 
-the emphasis is on holding 
families together — but some 
parents just can’t be good 
parents, and we have to put 
the children up for adoption." 

Two of the children needing 
permanent homes are 
brothers, aged nine and 11, 
who have been in three foster 
homes in the last five years. 

"They’ve very nice kids. 
Their behavior is better than 
most, and they look very ap¬ 
pealing," said their social 
worker George Clawey. Their 
school records are good, de¬ 
spite the fact that they have 
been in four schools in the 
last two years. 

But owing to circumstances, 
he has not been able to find a

permanent home for them. 
One family didn’t want the 
older boy, another didn’t want 
the youngei*. 

One foster family had tlicin 
for four years but felt unable 
to cope with older boys. An¬ 
other family seemed perfect 
lor them — and then it was 
discovered that the mother 
suffered from mental prob¬ 
lems which meant she 
couldn’t look after them. 

The boys have now been in 
the agency’s receiving home 
for six weeks, and "they have 
feelings of being rejected and 
some depreciation of their 
concepts of self-worth as a 
result," Clawey said. 

"We need a complete final 
placement for these kids, 
come hell or high water. I've 
known many kids and these 
arc really fine kids." 

The third child in need of a 
home is an U-year-old boy 
who has had some fairly 
serious emotional problems in 
his past, said social worker 
Ed Sibbald. 

Deserted by his mother at 
age two,. the boy came into 
care when he w’as four after 
his father could no longer 
cope with raising him and 
five other children in the fam¬ 
ily- 

"He was a pretty disturbed 
boy, and didn't know how to 
fit into a family situation," 
Sibbald explained. Now in a 
treatment centre, where he 
has been for a year and a 
half, the boy is ready for a 
family. 


The parents who adopt him 
would be exi»ectcd to work 
with him at the centre to pre¬ 
pare the boy for when he goes 
to his new home in the spring. 

The fourth child is a boy 
aged five, the son of a young 
single woman who decided to 
keep her baby and Ihcn found 
she could no longer look after 
him adequately as he got 
older. 

For him. said Mrs. Halter, 
she would like immediate 
adoption. 

The agency wants people 
who are mature and have re¬ 
alistic goals for the children 
in their rare. They must also 
be able to share the child with 
relatives, so that the child- can 
keep in touch witli them, al¬ 
though adopted by another 
family. 

Money is not imix)rlant. 
Adoptive i>arenis should have 
enough basic financial securi¬ 
ty so that they can provide for 
the child, but they are not 
required to have their own 
house or be well-to-do. 

"We're looking for long¬ 
term commitment, and by the 
agency providing supportive 


seiN'iccs it will help huild this 
commitment," said Sibbakl, 

"Kids realize that foster 
parents have short-term com¬ 
mitments — to them being 
adopted is an act of commit¬ 
ment.”

Ktzwiler. director of the 
Diabetes Detection and FMu* 
cation Centre at Minneapolis 
and associate professor of pe¬ 
diatrics at the University of 
Minnesota, was addressing 
about 300 health workers from 
across Canada. 

He said that in the I'.S. dia- 
t>etes is the fifth leading 
cause of death and the second 
leading cause of blindness. 

Effective control of dia¬ 
betes, particularly long-term 
comi^cations affecting the 
blood circulation system, de¬ 
mands that the patient be¬ 
come an active member of 
the health team treating him, 
said Ktzwiler. 

Professional health workers 
see diabetic patients only for 


brief i>eriods at Intervals of 
month.*, he said, but “the rest 
of the time the bulk of the re¬ 
sponsibility rests on the i>a- 
tients . . . what have we done 
to prepare the patients to ac¬ 
cept this resiwnsibility?"

“Children are naturals 
for rhythm,’’ she says, and 
the poetry classics, whether 
Mother Goose or Kipling, 
recur in literature and en- 
lance the reader’s apprecia¬ 
tion later of everything from 
whodunits to biographies.

She and her first husband, a 
Gi-eek architect, were impri¬ 


soned for helping Allied sol- 
diera escape from lUlUn 
authorities who ruled Greece 
during the Second World Wsr. 


After the wsr, she met Sir 
Alexander Hem^ in Britain, 
where she had won a scholar¬ 
ship to do research work with 
the famed doctor. 


He was 30 years her senior 
"but he didn't seem to me to 
be one day dder." 

She was widowed and re¬ 
turned to Greece twt> years 
after their marriage.

Life Theories Probed 


S.NCltAMFlNTD, Calif. 
(I’PI) — Nearly a half centu¬ 
ry after the famous Scopes 
trial, the evolutionists and 
divine creationists went at it 
again Thursday at a state 
hearing which could deter¬ 
mine what millions of science 
students across the nation 
learn about the origin of life. 

The spirited debate — in¬ 
volving SO scientists, theolo¬ 
gians and educators — was 
fashioned after the oourtrooin 
exchanges of Clarence Dar- 
row and William Jennings 
Bryan at the Tennessee Mon¬ 
key Trial of 1925. 

■’Today the arguments 
against evolutionary princi¬ 
ples must. I think, be placed 
in the same arenas as those 
advanced by the Flat Earth 
Society, said Dr. David 
Hogne.ss, a Stanford biochem¬ 
ist. 

"Scientific evidence for di¬ 
vine creation abounds in na¬ 
ture," fired back Dr. George 
Howe of I,/>8 Angeles Baptist 
Cbllege. “The origin of life is 
inexplicable in the evolution 
view but understandable in 
ci*eationist terms." 

Mrs. Jean Sumrall, a Lus 
Gatos housewife, argued that 


equal rights under the consti¬ 
tution “should include the 
right of a Christian child to 
entertain the possibility that 
he may be a child of God 
rather than a descendant of 
one of Dr. (Louis) Leakey’s 
African apes." ,

Not long ago, a man named 
Harold Martin, 25 years old, 
was driving a big truck along 
Interstate Highway 20 near

The truck collided with an¬ 
other vehicle, turned over, 
and burst into flames. 

A lot of cars which had 
been whizzing along the inter¬ 
state highway stopped. People 
got out and lined the hi^fay 
to watch the excitement. They 
saw Martin lying half cons¬ 
cious. unable to move, near 
the cab of his burning truck. 
But no one in the crowd of 
spectators — which included 
many able-bodied young men 
~ would risk going to Mar¬ 
tin's aid. 

They were afraid they ex¬ 
plained later to police, that 
the buminjt truck might ex¬ 
plode and they would be en¬ 
gulfed in a fiery holocaust. 

So they kept a safe distance 
away — and let Martin lie 
there, helpless. 

Then a young woman, Mrs. 
Naomi Clinton of Camden. 
S.C., arrived at the scene of 
the accident. 

Her reaction also was one 
of horror — but it wasn’t hor¬ 
ror about what mmight happe 
to her. 

“I saw that poor guy lying 
right by the truck.” she told a 
reporter later. "The flames 
were really terrific, and ev- 
^grybody seemed to be just 
standing around talking about 
it and not doing anything to 
help him. 

“t didn't stop to think about 
danger. 1 just started dowm to 
that truck. Several people 
tried to stop me. but you can't 
see a human being need help 
and do nothing about it.” 

Mrs. Clinton grabbed Mar¬ 
tin's .shoulders and dragged 
him away from tlie burning 
truck to the side of the em¬ 
bankment leading up to the 
highway. A few men then 
came over and helped her 
carry Martin to safety. 

A n ambulance arrived 
shortly..Martin was taken to a 
, Columbia hospital and he is 


recovering from third degree 
bums. Mr. Clinton received 
treatment for singed hair and 
bums on her arms and neck. 

In Jesus' parable, it was a 
foreigner (the Good Samari¬ 
tan) who came to the assis¬ 
tance of a man who’d been 
beaten up and robbed by high¬ 
waymen, after two of the vic¬ 
tim’s fellow countrymen had 
hastened by in fear they 
mi^t be attacked if they 
hung around to help. 

On Interstate 20, it was a 
woman who had the guts to 
walk up to a burning truck 
and drag its driver to safety, 
while a crowd of men stood 
around fearing for their own 
hides. 

The moral of Jesus' tale 
was that geography has noth¬ 
ing to do with compassitm: 
Your “neighbor” is any fellow 
human being wlio needs your 
help. 

The moral of our modem 
parable. I suppose, is that 
courage has nothing to do 
with sex. One brave woman is 
worth more than a hundred 
frightened men when you’re 
lying half conscious by a 
burning truck.

SNAPDRAGON DISEASE (W. B . Crof- 
ton) 

Those little reddUh-brown spotx or 
pustulates on the backs of your ana(>> 
dragon leaves are symptoms of antir* 
rhinum mist, a very common disease of 
these plants. It is sometimes possible to 
check the spread of this trouble If you 
catch it in time by picking off and burn¬ 
ing all infected leaves and spraying the 
plants weekly with a fungicide, but in 
your case, wih almost every leaf dis¬ 
eased, there is nothing for It but to 
scrap and bum your plants rutfalsasly. 

While ordinarily treated as annuals, 
antirrhinums are actually hardy peren¬ 
nials, and while It is quite possible to 
carry the plants over from one year to 
another. I am very much against this 
practice. 

In my experience, it is the old. over¬ 
wintered snaps that provide reservoirs 
of disease for infecting new plants and 
endangering both your own and your 
neighbor’s gardens; even the modem 
rust-resistant varieties can be carriers 
of the disease without showing any 
symptoms. My snaps are pulled up and 
consigned to the incinerator every fall 
and new ones either purchased or start¬ 
ed from seed every spring. 


CROP ROTATION fG. W.. Victoria) 

Generally speaking, it i.s best to play 
a game of musical chairs with your 
vegetable rows, shifting them around 
each year so the same kind of vegetable 
is never crown in the same soil two 
years running. This is to avoid a build¬ 
up of pest and disease organi.sms in the 
soil. 

Most serious gardeners make an e.\- 
cepUon of onions, though, for this is a 
very demanding crop, requiring deeply 
cultivated and generously manured soil. 
After manuring and cultivating the 
onion rows for a number of years. It 
seems a shame to waste all that high 
degree of fertility on other vegetables 
which don’t require or appreciate It. 

As long as the regular onion rows 
continue to produce clean, disease-free 
bulbs, therep is no reason why you 
shouldn't continue to grow them in the 
same ground. 

ARBI TI S TRKE IJ. MeW. Saanich- 
ton) 

It is quite possible to transplant a 
native Arbutus tree from the wild, but 
it w<iuld be best to select only the very 
small, young trees, for the older and 
larger specimens are much more likely 


to suffer fatal damage to Uie roots in 
transplanting. As a general rule, the 
smaller the plant, the moi'e likely it is 
to survive a move. 

November and March arc the best 
months to attempt the transplanting of 
an Arbutus. Select a sunny and well 
drained site with lime-free soil. Plant to 
the same depth as before, u.sing the soil 
mark on the stem as a guide, and stake 
securely to avoid root movement until 
welt established. 

Spraying the leaves with Wilt-Pruf 
liquid plastic before moving would help 
the young tree coast through its difficult 
period of adjustment to its new environ¬ 
ment. Drench the roots several times 
during the replanting with Alginure, 
four tablcspoonfuls per gallon of water: 
this ifl an excellent siwcific against 
transplanting shock. 

JUVENILE LEAVES (H. S.. Victoria• 

The small thom-like or ewi-llke 
leaves on your juniper are not diseased 
or poisoned by weedkiller fumes; they 
are perfectly natural. Like the ivy. the 
juniper is one of those plants which 
liears both juvenile and adult types of 
foliage. Both kinds of leaf may appear 
on the same branch.

201-bed. $2.5 million unit at 
Vancouver General Hospital 
Dec. 1 to re^ace the "anti¬ 
quated” annex now used for 
care of the elderly. 

Tlie old annex would be le¬ 
velled. he added. 

Cocke also detailed a list of 
11 recommendatictfis from the 
government resulting from 
the charges ot brutality at the 
hospital — "the specific 
charges were unfounded and 
not supported by corrobrative 
evidence.” 

The recommendations in¬ 
clude the appointment of 
Garth Glockler as coKirdina- 
tor of the annex immediately; 
staff rotation in the annex 
whether asked for or not; 
compulsory in-service educa¬ 
tion and team approach to 
care of the elderly. 

Cocke said the hospital 
should be more sensitive -to 
problems in the annex involv¬ 
ing discipline, request for 
transfers, and moral prob¬ 
lems; and medical care at 
two levels — primary care by 
the patient's own physician 
and programmed care by hos¬ 
pital medical staff.

She moved t<» Canada a 
year ago and then to Nine 
Pipe’s hometown of Aricc in 
October, after he sent her bu.*? 
tare for the final leg of the 
journey.

LEST WE FORGET . . • Today is the day we all pause to remember 
those who served their country in too many wars . . . and the day we'make new 
determination to do our best to ensure there will be no more wars. 
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From 1900 until his death in 1931, David Belasco was fhe undisputed dean of 
(American theatre. Actor, playwright, producer, impressario he was revered and 
i honored as one of the most powerful theatrical personalities of all times and one 
of the most creative and prolific. Any biography, or autobiography of show busi¬ 
ness 'greats' (Cecil B. DeMille, George Abbott, Lillian Gish, Anita Loos, et al) de¬ 
votes much comment to the famed Belasco, who had his first stage experience 
1 ^ right here in Victoria.

'|f was The Colonist that sparked the idea of 
bringing the fdmous Charles and Ellen Kean to per¬ 
form in Victoria in 1864 and thus in a roundabout way 
'■ helped lay the foundations for the career of this young 
Victoria boy. For the Keans used local talent to ex¬ 
pand their small repertory company and they chose 
an II-year-old youngster to play the Duke of York in 
their production of Richard III. The boy was David 
Belasco. 


He might have missed this oppor¬ 
tunity too. since the Keans were 
only slated to give six perform¬ 
ances. Itov'ever they were so popur 
lap {e\Ten at greatly increased 
prices) ihat an extra three nights 
were ad^ed to their schedule. It was 
on that third and final night, 
W€dnesdte>. Dec. 21, 1864, that they 
presented Richard III. 

The appearance of the Keans was 
a greatf. highlight for the Ro>'aJ 
'n»eatre4 for the rcnowTied couple 
was making a farewell tour of North 
America^ and never did come this 
way again. ; 

They; were ' appearing in San 
Francist^ at Maguire’s Opera House 
to “crov|ded and brilliantly fashion- 
able hcfises*' ' when the Cblonist 
began it| editorial campaign to per¬ 
suade tl4 lessee of ^e theatre, Mr. 
Ward, tj induce the Keans to "pay 
Victoria la visit, even if only a flying 
one." 1 

Mr. Ifard was quick to reply that 
even if ^the Keans would consider 
coming, fengaging them would cost 
$500 a oc $2,000 a week and 
that "o^ little theatre could not 
stand si^h an outlay.-'* 

^ At th^ point the Colonist suggest¬ 
ed spec»l prices. "We hear gentle¬ 
men sta^g that they would be.will¬ 
ing, sooner than lose the (^portoni- 
ty, to er^age seats at five dollars a 
night." \ 

Th^ fiascos must have followed 
this newipaper exchange with great 
interest ^or the theatre was their 
first lovtf. 

Abralfem Hum^^rey Belasco had 
been a Nrlequin in England when 
tales of the California gold rush 
lured him to the New Wcurld. (Years 
later C>fl|rid. id his usual expansive 
way, \vm to refer to his father as 
the greatest harlequin in London al¬ 
though was actually a minor per¬ 
former tiuring the provinces.) 

David^s mother, the former 
Reina Jfertin. always CTicouraged 
David's ^ents and provided props 
and costiimes for his childhood per¬ 
formance in their Victoria base¬ 
ment. I 

The nape that the Keans might 
play heri, e\en at hi^ prices, no 
doubt sptrred David on to earning 
ticket mdhey. just in case. 

In an article which he wrote In • 
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1914 he told of raising money to at¬ 
tend theatrical performances at the 
Theatre Royale, in the early 1860s. 

"To go to the theatre," he wrote, 
"cost two bits in those days. My 
mother tought me early to wwk. 1 
would collect old bottles and sell 
them; wine bottles brought five 
cents and when I had enough money 
off to the theatre I w^ld go. We 
boys gave performan^s in my 
mother’s cellar, we borrowed 
clothes and I would make up the 
plays as we went along. We would 
charge admission and with the prof¬ 
its — oulside of what we put away 
to go to the regular theatre — we 
would nai to Miner’s Restaurant. 
Each boy would call for a cup ot 
coffee, far mdre them was good for 
him and we viXHild end by each of us 
having a cornstarch pudding." 

No doobc a few extra 'shows’ 
were given by David and his friends 
to raise funds for tickets to see the 
Keans. 

By Nov. 21 things were beginning 


All seats except tb^ pit 'at $1.25) 
would be secured. i 

Everyone who was anyone 
bought tickets. Governor Sesmour 
took a box for the whole six nights 
and promised to attend several per¬ 
formances himself. 

The shows were an outstanding 
success in spite of minor annoy¬ 
ances such as peanut shells! It 
seems that Mr. Kean and several 
others "justly complained of a nui¬ 
sance experienced during pcrjprm- 
ance of Louis XI by certain persons 
in the parquette cracking and eating 
peanuts and throwing the shells 
around for others to tread upon to 
the discomfiture of both actors and 
spectators." 

It’s hardly likely that young 
David and his friends wvjuld be 
guilty of this behavior. They were 
probably much too enthralled by the 
perftnmances. 

The Keans and their small com¬ 
pany were treated royaUy, even to 
being guests of honor at a Ball at 
the House of Assembly. 

When they were requested to ex¬ 
tend their stay they did so and thus 
came David Belasco’s chance. The 
Keans needed a boy for tke Duke of 
York role. They approached a local 
repertory company and chose David 
from its ranks. 

"We thought we had the greatest 
stock company in the world," he 
was to write in later years. "TlJe 
scenery might have been shocking 
and the style might have be^ of the 
spouting order, but we were trained 
in Shakespeare and we were given 
melodramas of the tort that en¬ 
couraged long solilique.c."

The Colonist 
reported that the Keans "might be 
induced to come to Victoria." 

It seems that Mr. Ward had c<xi- 
tacted their «gent and had received 
a statement of terms and conditi<ms. 
Taking the gentlemen who w*ere so 
"eager to see the Keans" at their 
word he circulated the statement 
antong them. 

A meeting was held in Mr. CYuik- 
shanks' office “to consider the mat¬ 
ter and decide upon the most desira¬ 
ble mode of assisting Mr. Ward.” 

The-outcome was that a cofnmit- 
tee of well known gentlemen was 
fexmed. Mr. Ward was sent f<i and 
tcM to ratify an engagement for six 
ni^ts and he was assured that be 
would be givm "liberal patronage 
and support by the community at 
large to help defray the hea\->’ out¬ 
lay." 

A subcommittee was formed to 
decide how many tickets at the re¬ 
vised prices could be sold and the 
sales began. Private boxes, with no 
more than five per.sons would cost 
$25; upper tiers $20; front row seats 
and orchestra chairs $3: remainder 
of dress circle and parquette $2.50. 


It hadn’t taken long for the Bel¬ 
asco’s to find a stock company to 
become associated with when they 
arrived in Victoria in 1^. 

It was gold fever that txt)ught 
them here just as it had taken them 
to San Francisco in 1853. Only now 
there was David too. He had been 
bom to the young couple sborfty 
after they arrived in Califcxitia, pen¬ 
niless and in urgent need of accom¬ 
modation. 

Abraham and Reina nHn-ed into a 
basement room in a house on How¬ 
ard Street in San Francisco and 
there on July 25. 1853, David Bel- 
asTo was bom. 

Abraham (he was known as 
Humphrey, his second name, every¬ 
where except in Victcaria) tried his 
luck at the goldfields without suc¬ 
cess. He joined theatrical troupes 
and eked out a living and then in 
1858 there was another rumor of 
riches, this time in the north, in the 
Cariboo. 

In July. 1958, Belasco pulled up 
stakes airi began the journey to Vic¬ 
toria. the starting point for gold- 
seekers. 

Fare at $30 a head took up aH the 


family savings. When they arrived 
in Victoria after making the trip 
from the harbor at Esquimalt they 
found that the town, crowded far 
beyond capacity had developed into 
a veritable tent town with a lusty 
mining town atmosphere. 

Belasco found lodgings for his 
wife and child and then, according 
to David: "As soon as we were 
located in Victoria and he had ac¬ 
cumulated a little money he >xas 
away; in less than six weeks he 
joined the famous party that exploit¬ 
ed the nrines. And he was gone for a 
l(X)g while." 

Meanwhile Reina, as usual, took 
efficient charge. 

The erection of 344 houses in Sejv 
tember helped her to find better liv¬ 
ing quarters and here she taught her 
young son the alphabet. 

"There was an old maid, a prim 
little woman,"- he wrote later, "who 
took in pupils; instead of ha\ing a 
schoolhouse she came to the home . " 

When he was older, according to 
hi$ later writings, he went to a 
school run by "a violent tempered 
Mr. Burr." He recollected with 
sOTie pleasure the study of litera¬ 
ture, elocution and the poetry read¬ 
ings at that old C^olbnial School. 

By the time David went to schcej 
Abraham Belasco w*as back in Vic¬ 
toria. Once again gold had eluded . 
him. He opened a store on Johnson 
Street and on July 25. 1861. a second 
son, Israel, w'as bom. Later that 
year Belasco and Mike CV>hen 
opened a fruiterers business on 
Yates Street. 

When Frederick was bom on 
June 25, 1862, Belasco was a tobac¬ 
conist in business at 44 Yates and 
this is where he was located when 
David, black curls tumbling for¬ 
ward, ai^ared on stage with the 
renowmed Keans. It was a one night 
stand that began an illustrious ca¬ 
reer. 

The next day, amid cheers and 
huzzahs, the company left Victoria. 

As be watched their departure per¬ 
haps yoitog David envisioned him¬ 
self being so wrarmly acknowledged 
someday, but it is unlikely that even 
his vivid imagination could have pre¬ 
dicted the glorious future that lay 
ahead fqr David Belasco. 

A few months after his appear¬ 
ance at the Royal the Belasco fami¬ 
ly left Victoria. 

Within five years David was tour¬ 
ing mining c^mps with .^tock com¬ 
panies. For awhile he was secretaiw- 
to playwri^t Dion Boucic^ault. Then 
from 1873 to 1879 he worked in San 
Francisco theatres as actor, manag¬ 
er and play adapter. In 1880 he 
moved to New York and by 1906 he 
had built his own theatre which he 
named after himself. 

The great names of theatre vied 
for his praise and for parts in his 
productions. He itever retired. He 
was planning a new play when a 
heart attack felled him in 1931. 

With him when he died was his 
daughter. He had named her Reina 
Victoria. 














FIRST 

Close by the Legisla¬ 
tive Buildings, on a street 
known as Elliott Street, 
just off Government 
Street, is the site of what 
would have been Vic¬ 
toria's most interesting 
pioneer house if it had 
been preserved. 

This was the first home of Sir 
James Douglas, founder of Victoria 
and early Governor of the Colony of 
Vancouver Island. From the few 
surviving photographs it was ap¬ 
parently a spacious swelling stand¬ 
ing in its large orchards and vegeta¬ 
ble and flower gardens. 

Of Its buildings not much is 
known except that it was begun in 
1851 and was thus one of the first 
homes to be built outside the Fort* 
• For James Douglas for some time 
after his marriage lived in his own 
Chief Factor's quarters within the 
Fort. 

Dr. J. S. Helmcken. a son-in-law 
of Douglas, says in his Remlnls- 
ccnsea tbnt ihe Chief Factor

speaks of the Douglas family oc¬ 
cupying their home befos^ the 
Helmcken c«e was completed in 


time for the marriage of Helmcken 
and Cecelia Douglas. . 

The Helmcken house was built on

an acre of land which Douglas sold 
ta his prospective son-in-law in 
order that Cecelia might be near her 
mother. Indeed :the young couple 
were obliged to live with the Doug¬ 
las family for a short time as their 
house, now a very wrfl-known muse¬ 
um on Elliott Sbjeet, was not 
finished as soon as e>^cted. 

The Douglas house must have 
been the centre of many gatherings 
in those Colonial days and visitors 
from around the world were enter¬ 
tained to dinner there for many tra¬ 
vellers writing of early Victoria 
spoke of having dinner with the Gov-. 
»rner. Unfortun itcly the house was 
sold in 1906 for $25 and tom dowii in 
order to make way for a street. 

Today all that remains to mark 
its site is the preserved trunk of a 
cherry tree in Heritage Court beside 
tho legislative building, the Doug¬ 
las. Also, in an attempt to make 
amends for the insensitivity to his¬ 
tory displayed by the 1906 citizens, a 
local lODE chapter ereoled a stone 
tablet for Martha's cherry tree 
which had stood in the Douglas 
grounds for many years. It had blos¬ 
somed luxuriantly and bore abun¬ 
dant fruit for more than half a cen¬ 
tury. The Governor in his letters to 
his youngest daughter. Martha, then 
at school in England,] always affec¬ 
tionately referred to it as "Martha's 
Cherry Tree." 


Salmon Trolling 
For Christmas Money

Today the postman brought a 
letter. It was dated June 2, 1971, 
and the post mark is Winter Har¬ 
bor, B.C. The letter's content is 
very interesting and here is a 
quote: 

"Have been on the pay roll I 
about a month, not heavy fishing 
to date but enough to keep me 
on the go for about 12 hours doily. 

"All the brass imaginable was on the dock 
today. The Lieutenant ('.ovemor is making a tour 
of the Island wi a navy ship, he spent three hours 
on the f«h camf). seemed a very nice person." 
(The word "nice" is a great compliment coming 
from a man who doesn't deal in superlatives.) "I 
was invited on b lard for a cocktail i>arty but had 
to run things on the fish buying ... I had scores 
of sailors trjing to buy salmOT. Of course T had to 
refuse." 

ThL'i letter brought to my mind a visiwi of 
f»roud looking trollers and seiners and f)09Kibly 
gillnetters n nv in the Winter Harbor area, and 
the word ■•salmon" brought back memories of the 
happy hours my brother and I spent long ago not 
far from Winter Harbor, earning and saving the 
money wc knew we would need for Oiristmas- 
time. 

Living as we were in a remote and sfiarsely 
settled area of Vancouver Island, or)pTtunities 
for earning nwney were extremely limited. What¬ 
ever wc sold we ourselves had to produce literal¬ 
ly by the sweat of our brows and oiff owti ingenu¬ 
ity. I.ong before wc had reached cair teens we had 
by the process of elimination and observation dis¬ 
covered the best item available in nature for the 
purTX)SC of selling to our friends and neighl>ors. 

This item was salmon. We had taken our cue 
from the original inhabitants of the area, the In¬ 
dians. We trolled for salmon. 

Iu)ng before the Christmas sea.s -n had ar¬ 
rived we would have sent to the various stores 
and mail order companies for their fascinating 
and well-illustrated catalogues.^ 

With great secrecy and jby we would have 
decided which items would be purchased for each 
member of the family. ' 

We would know virtually to the penny the 
amount of money that would be hecessary for us 


to earn and put away in our secret vault. With 
Uiis amount na an objective we then set out to 
milk the season of its maximum earnings. 

On beautiful June mornings as early as 4 
o’clock, my brother Tfnimany and 1 took an 
eight-foot dugout canoe, a IkxA. line and sinker, 
and a handmade spxm beaten out of lead which 
we polished by scraping with a knife, and we 
were pff to catch salmon and to dream of the 
presents that we would buy for the special day, 
Christmas. 

At this time fishing in Quatsino Sound was a 
fisherman's paradise and luckily for us toe sports 
fishermen had yet arrived. 

I clearly recall the freshness of the morning, 
the clearness of the water, the reflection of trees 
along the shoreline, and the scarcity of boats on 
toe Sound. * 

One morning we hooked a salm<m weighing 
about CO pounds. (I believe we called it a tyee). 
Our tippy canoe was towed at an uncomfortable 
speed for an hour or more on the deep water of 
toe Sound until the huge fish was completely 
worn out. Then my brother, who always did the 
rowing and who always played the fi^, headed 
for shore and landed the canoe. We pulled our 
prize up on the gravel beach and while this fish 
was one that did not get away, the experience 
was unusual and a little more than we had bar¬ 
gained for. 

Very seldom in our trebling expeditions did 
we meet another boat or canoe, but occasionally 
across toe calm water of toe Sound we heard a 
clicery greeting: "Kla-how-ya Tillicums," from 
(tur Indian competitors. 

Wc (rften caught six or seven salmMi before 
breakfast and we were home with our spoils in 
time to get ready for school. The school was 
about a mile from our home. We walked along a 
trail thiTHigh thick woods and we did not tttoik 
about toe wild animals, although once I caught a 
glimpse of a cougar disappearing quickly and 
quietly among the firs, hemlo^ and o^ars. 

Anyway we were no more afraid in the woods 
than we were in our little dugout canoe. After 
school and between various and sundry duties we 
set out to sell our catch. 

Our mother was one of our best customers 


but our nrighbors also were very good about buy¬ 
ing our fish. Each salmon was sold for 25 cents ot 
"twoJ>its" as it was usually calkd. The weight of 
the salmon didn't matter too much. An ei^- 
pound salnxxi went f<x‘ the same price as a lO- 
pounder. ^ i 

As the mtxiey roUed in we banked it In a toy 
b.ink under my bed and as guardian I counted toe 
money not once but twice a day. 

Finally the day came when we walked to the 
post office to mail our money orders for our list 
of selected gifts. 

Waiting for our purchases to arrive seemed 
endless but when toe packages came how exciting 
it was to c^n and examine the contents, and 
what fun it was to hide them in a secret place. 

On Christmas Eve the stockings of our 
youngex* brothers were hung near the stove pipe 
of our large and efficient wood-burning range. 
The two young Santa Clauses then filled toe 
Stockings with toys while the candies, nuts and 
fruit came from tlM family larder. 

Christmas Day was toe best all. Early in 
toe morning each stocking had been eagerly emp¬ 
tied by its owner. Ihe gifts for our mother and fa¬ 
ther and otoer members' ot the family w'ere in 
place under the Christmas tree, a freshly cut^ 
fragrant fir. 

Ihe day was a festive one and a child's para¬ 
dise. As for myself, and for Tommy as well I am 
sure, my being able to beli> make (Christinas an 
unf<Mgettable day filled me with a deep sense of 
pleasure and sat^actioo difficult to describe. 

With delight I often think of our hours on toe 
water, the excitement of bringing in a real good 
catch and toe beautiful salmon we sold fn^ "two- 
bits" ... a salmon that had cost us notoing. 

Commercial fishing is one thing. It is a stren¬ 
uous and sometimes uncertain way of making a 
livelihood. But my fishing days were different 
My fishing days bring back memories of a more 
tM- less care-free childhood; memories of days of 
intense beauty and satisfaction, and these metn- 
orie.s I still cherish. 
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A stone's throw from the cor¬ 
ner of Richmond Road, on Lans- 
dawne, the house-cdm-studio, 
known as The Barn, stands in the 
corner of a delightful old English 
garden. This is the home of Peggy 
Walton Packard, a name well- 
known in the music and art circles 
of Victoria. 


It is a question of ho»- many peop)^ realize 
the many talents of this charming’ and fascianting 
woman. Many will have he^rd her sing, for she 
possesses a beautiful trained dramatic soprano 
voice. Many wii have seen her sculptures in art 
shews and galleries and others will be lucky 
enough to pcBSless pastel portraits of their chit- 
drtn which she has done. 

These are her three great talents and she is. 
as a poet c»tce said, ‘ fine in every measure of the 
thoee." She aiso has «>ther interests and occupa- * 
tioas — she teaches sculpture and figure draw¬ 
ing at ni^t school, takes jazz lessons, and goes in 
for l<dk danciag, which ^be loves. 

The Bara, was once the carriage bouse 
bekoging to the old Walton home which until 
very recently stood on the property of which 
Peggy's house is a part. 

It was ber^ in the gracious old house, in 
acres of lawnsj gardens, and orchards, that she 
spent a hani^ childhood with her parents, 
brethen and aikter. She admits that this home 
was to have aif overwhelming influence upon her 
life. Always, no matter where she was, with the 
spring would ebme that homesick feeling. She 
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longed for the great cherry tree, well over a 
hundretl >ears old, which she c<Misidercd sacred 
1o her. and she remembered the garden and the 
green lawns which she herself used to cut with 
iho old hand mower. She remembered the apple 
trees, the pears and cherries, sweet with spring 
blossom, which, in due season, she and her 
sisters harxested. selling the fruit to augment 
their pocket money. 

All these things pulled at her heart and with 
the spring she would come home from New York 
or f^hiladeli^ia. or wherever else she might be. 

Her father. Geoffrey Walton, retiring at the 
e tIx- ai^ of .35. purchased the liouse from George 
Deans in 1912. plus 10 acres, part of the original 
IXlO-acrc Deans farml Walton come from Bar¬ 
bados where the family had lived since the time 
of Oliver Cromwell, he added to the house — 
ihei'e were 18 rooms.'all told — raised chickens, 
and kept a co'v which was tethered on what was 
later the lawn of the old Normal School. The cow 
was <l<>miciled on the ground floor of what is now 
Peggv's bouse. On the upper floor were her fa¬ 
ther’s cars, a Model T and a Cole. 

The old house was a happy place for the Wal¬ 
ton children. There were .Sunday tennis parties 
on the grass court when the young people of Vic¬ 
toria gathered and sometimes they were joined 
by boys from the Gordon Head army camp, and 
there were musical e\*enings when Pegg>’ played 
the piano. Gil Margin.son thi- vkda — which he 
had made himself — Julia Hunt the violin and 
Rita Nevard Wallis the cello. Later Robin Wood 
j >ined the group and he ai^ John Beckwith were 
rivals for the piano. n 

Peggy attended St. M.'irgarot’s School, later 
went to the cit>- high schools and then had two 
years at Craigdarroch College. It was at this time 
of her life that she decided she would like to sing 
in St. Luke’s choir and <mi the advice of a friend, 
David Groos, she began studying with Eva Baird. 

Peggy modestly saj-s Mrs. Baird “seemed to 
hear scmiething that could special" and she 
urged her to go to New York and try her luck. 
Her one conoction with Nexv York was a dog¬ 
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eared letter from Edward Johnson of the Metro¬ 
politan Opera, saying he would help her. 

■'So there I was,” she laughs, "a counoy hick 
in Nexv York.” She phoned Edward Johnson and 
as a result she auditioned at the Julliard School 
of 5fusic and received a fellowship which covered 
all facets of operatic training. At the end of a 
vear. homesick for Victoria, she came back. 

.4nd now, another interest and another talent 
came to the fore. For years she had been inter¬ 
ested in sculpture to which she had been in¬ 
troduced by Mrs. Ina Uhtoff, who died recently. 
So. she decided to go to Philadeli^ia to s^udy at 
the Academy of Fine Arts. Not entirely forsaking 
her singing career she joined an opera workshop 
where she learned to coordinate acting and sing¬ 
ing. 

At the worksliop she met the noted Madam 
•Szekely Freschl, who. after an interview at her 
apartment, offered to further train her voice. 
Peggv never liked to be under an obligation to 
anyone and this, amidst a flood of tears, she 
e.xplained to Madame Szekely Freschl. 

■'Well.'’ said Madame, “darlink. you gif me 
of y Hjr talent and 1 gif you of mine." so Pegg>' 
did poitraits of Madame and her children and a 
bust of her husband. Madame displayed these in 
her apartment where they were seen and ad¬ 
mired and commissions poured in. 

It was here that she met the famous Trapp 
family and the only wood carving she ever did 
was for th^Bvurwiess von Trapp, a Christ figure 
for her chapel. She was soon so busy she found it 
dilficult to find time for her studies at the Aca¬ 
demy of Fine Arts. Her life continued thus for 
the next five years but aKva>’S she came home to 
Victoria and her beloved cherry tree each sum- 
m^. 

About this time her student visa ran out. 
There was. in fact, a warrant out for her arrest 
when the U.S.^ Immigration learned that she had 
been earning money on a student visa. When 
questioned by the authorities she admitted that 
she had been doing portraits to help pay for her 
tuition.

cixiv.T for an eye operation, and it 
was only then .'she learned that her 
failing sight stemmed from glauco¬ 
ma. It was at this time life began to 
open up for her again. 

She had to remain in Vancouver 
f'T six months receiving treatment, 
and in the last month: "I got up 
enough courage to acknowledge to 
myself w'hat the eye doctor had told 
me. that I w'ould go completely 
,^ind. It was then I joined the Cana- 
/ dian National Institute for the 
Blind." 


The C.N'IB gave her a braille in¬ 
struction b<x>k and a form for her 
doctor to fill out. certifying that she 
was qualified, by reason of insuf¬ 
ficient sight, to join. 

A sighted friend, who did not 
know braille herself, helped her with 
the instruction book, with the conse¬ 
quence that Miss Ford did not learn 
the right methods. Later she had 
some brush-up lessons with h<Mne 
teachers. *'I was a great Iwokworm 
and had to be able to read again,'* 
she says. 

The fact that she had not learned 


braille a< a youqg child, combined 
with the poor start made in middle 
life, encouraged her to lean rather 
heavily on friends who read aloud to 
her. This doesn’t make her {present 
work easier. Nevertheless, she toc4c 
se%-en courses through the CNIB 
connection with the Hadley Corre¬ 
spondence School for the Blind at 
Winnetka. Illinois, and enjoved them 
ail. 

After 30 years struggling alone 
against failing sight, she is everlast¬ 
ingly grateful to the Institute for the 
help and encouragement they have 
given her. 

When her sister died some 12 
years ago Olive* Ford moved from / 
the Island to Qui-^n Elizabeth Hall 
(a residence for the blind) la Van¬ 
couver. By this time she had been 
completely blind tbr something over 
three years. 

In 1959 Miss Ford, aged 62. found 
a new career. In that year the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia-Yukon Division of the 
C.N'IB started sending some of the 
senior students in its care to the reg¬ 
ular secondarv* schools. Suddenly 
there w'as a tremendously increased 
demand for textbooks and other 
reading material in braille. 

The local CNJB office asked Miss 
Ford if she would care to be A 
transcriber, and she did. and she 
does, as a volunteer. For two and 
one-half hours Monday to Friday she 
works with one of her readers on 
this transcription Job. 

Braille transcription requires 
more concentration than straight 
typing, there being, as Miss Ford 
explains, so many contractions. 
Also, the reader has to dictate punc- 
tuaibn and the lines for po€tr>'. The

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■md for which she would not be paid, they allowed 
her 10 days grace in which to complete her w’ork 

On the ninth day she was packed and readv 
to go when there haf^ned one of those coinci¬ 
dences which sometimes change the course of a 
life. On a Philadelphia street she ran into an ac¬ 
quaintance. a member of a marvellous choir 
where she. too. had been singing. She told him 
she was leaving, and why. 

"Laws," he said, "are made for people. twA 
l» oplq for laws. Yoi. on t have to go." He was a 
member of a law firm, she learned, and he sent 
her to an associate' one of the greatest criminal 
lawyers in Philadelphia. 

"You will never be able to afford me. you 
know." he told her. "I’m a ver>' expensive guy 
.<he certainly couldn"' but rvcverthele.ss, through 
c hannels, he arranged for her to stay. 

When all this had been done, howev’er, she 
married David Packard, a sculptor, and not Ion; 
afterwards they returned to Victoria to live. Her 
two children, Wendy and Christoiher, were lx)rn 
and they, too, spent their childhood on the Walton 
propert>'. Peggy’s father had once promised her 
that she might have the carriage house for her 
mvn. so they began fixing it up and. she says, 
she’s been doing so ever since, and a delightful 
place it is. y 

Full of unexp)ected nooks and crannies, with a 
w inding stair to the attic rooms and studio, it is a 
natural setting for her paintings, sculptures and 
portraits. The old brick hreplace, the grand piano 
on the small dais, the carved oaken chairs — and 
.some of these were designed and constructed by 
Pogg>’ herself, as were many other pieces of her 
furniture, provide an atmosphere which could 
only t)e. achieved bj- a woman of great artistic 
sensibilities. 

The attic rooms are delightful, the'windows 
I.joking ov'er the city to the So^e hills. The walls 
of the main room are simply covered with her 
pastels, portraits of her children at all ages, self- 
portraits, and studies for those commissioned 
over the years. There is a sewing comer, for in 
addition to her other talents Peggy designs and 
makes many of her clothes. She points to cup- 
Itoard doors behind the sewing machine. “Tlial” 
she informs me "is my spare bedroom, I made it

myself. The bed pulls out. a bamboo curtain is 
drawTi. and there it is. I got the idea last year 
when I was in Austria." 

"Good heavens," I said, "do you cook too’^’* 

She laughs: "Otly when I wvant. and that’s 
not veiy oftoi." 

After eight years in her studio home — her 
marriage had come to an end — she relumed to 
New York to study again with Madame Szekely 
Freschl, leaving Wend>' and Christ(^)her with her 
sister in Victoria. "I was not too bad" she 
modestly remarks. In fact, she was delighted to 
find that she held her own with the best singers in 
New York. Then came summer, she longed for 
her home and children, so she returned to Vic¬ 
toria, this tinw for good. 

She recalls the time when Madame -Szekely 
Freschl had arranged for her to sing the lead in 
the Flying Dutchman, with a new company. After 
years of conefentrated study and painting, she had 
got out of the way of mixing w ith people and she 
felt she couldn't face this challenge. Perhaps if 
>he had done so her life might have l>een ver>' 
different, but. she says, there are cumpon.'satirms. 

P^Srgy Packard is really very much an out¬ 
door person. Her beautiful garden is a joy to her 
and she and her sister. Avis, who lives with her. 
do the whole thing themselves. From the road 
one may catch a glimpse of the old house behind 
(he mellowed brick wall, a stretch of law-n and a 
winding brick path. At the turn of the path is a 
beautiful piece of sculpture, a young girl kneel¬ 
ing. hair wind-blown, which s!>«? calls 
Wind.” 

Going further, one realize- tlio extent of tl>e 
garden and the love that has gone in to it. There 
is a bamboo^ringed pond with tliree snow-white 
ducks drowsing on the green water, there is a 
stone barbecu and a patio of old brick, all built 
by Peggy herself. There is a great swing hanging 
from the twisted branches of the largest oak I’ve 
ev'er seen, and the ground beneath is hollowed out 
by the feet of her children yesterday and by those 
of neighboring children today. 

The most Intriguing things about this garden y 
are the many pieces of her sculpture, which one 
comes upon In unexpected comers. One of the ^ 
loveliest is the figure of a girl at prayer, and * 


there is one of Wendy when she was 10 and 
another of Christopher when be was IS. standing 
with his dog "Loho”. "Waif" is one of the most 
touching, the small girl with her windblown cloth- 
mg and wristful face. 

Her sculptures. Pegg>- saj's. might be called 
representational. Sculpture is the age-old medium 
of artistic expression, combining beauty of line 
with lliree-dimensi«ma! form, and this Peggy 
Packard strives for in her work. She is not very 
much in tune with "far-out. ‘ arl but at times she 
sees something — catches a glimpse qf what she 
is driving at. She kn-es the impressionists and the 
great artists of the past and when she was in 
Italy was reassured to see that ir Is the so-calied 
representational art which has survived and been 
treasured throughout the years. 

Her garden is a riot of old-fa.<hionied flowers, 
foxgloves, delphiniums.' poppies and froit trees. 
Some of the trees were part of the original Wal* 
ton orchard, others she planted to celebrate the 
birth (rf her children. Creamy wat^rlilies are 
reflected in a still pool, bees hum busily about the 
hives, for she has recenth added three to her 
garden, and the air is filled with birdsong, for 
there are quaint feeders and h<^ses built by an 
Austrian friend. f 

There is no\v a high w :ill between her garden 
and what was once tiie most beautifiil place in t^e 
world to her. She has had to c«YnpleteIy shut out 
what is happening there. The great cherry' tree 
has gone, the beloved old house Is gone, and the 
ugly sounds of destruction have given place to the 
equally ugly sounds of construction — yet another 
apartment building. 

Perhaps Peggj- Walton Packard, in spite of 
the heartbreak of seeing what has happened to 
her home, is one of the lucky ones. She has it in 
her power, in her heart and fingers, to create her 
own beauty', not only in her garden, but above all 
in her scultpure. for these lo\ely figures will en¬ 
dure long after we hav'e left the scene. She is a 
quiet woman, a little resen ed. but a beautiful 
woman, who w'ill continue. I. know, to create 
beauty in all she does. ' 
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A few years ago, I was engaged in a detective hunt for more exciting than 
that contained in the usual paperback thriller. For this was a search for a man's 
personal identity. 

John Foster McCreight was the first premier of British Columbia and later 
6 Supreme Court judge. Very little was known about him for he left few records 
and appeared to be a very uncommunicative'person. He was a man of great 
reserve and was overshadowed by the more popular and flamboyant men of his 
dayi Studies made of him dealt with his official acts only, and there were many 
gaps in both his public and particularly his private life. 


What We Leave Behind

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JOHN FOSTER McCREICHT ... a real person. 


I McCreight ’retired in 
1897 and died in England 
"in 1913. He became an 
jardent Roman Catholic 
■.and spent his last years 
■near a hostel for retired 
[priests. But 'few of his 
contemporaries remem- 
’bered him and it was 
(hard to get any picture 
of the man himself. 

^ Then the unexpected happened. 
Jn the vault of a bank in Vancouver 
there was found an old metal dis- 
'patch box deposited there by 
'^CcCreight he left for England. 
The bank had held it for 50 years 
and was now free to dispose of it. As 
Hhere ^'ere no living relatives, the 
box was handed over to the Van- 
«ouver archh’ist, and because I had 
avorked for many years cm the life of 
^foCreight, I was given the privilege 
of opening it and inspecting its ccm< 
Xents. Later it was sent to the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia archives in Victoria. 

What did the box contain? Would 
It answer all the questions that had 
puzzled researchers for so many 
years? Would it give details of his 
-family and friends? Would it tell of 
his wife of whom so little was known 
diat there t^ere doubts that she had 
fcver existed. Would it turn a re¬ 
served. taciturn, public figure into a 
man of flesh and blood widi human 
^es and dislikes and a real person¬ 
ality? 

In some ways the contents of the 
box were a disappointment for many 
of the questions remained unans¬ 
wered. Yet there was a good deal to 
read between the lines for what had 
bad been kept in the box were the 
things the judge must have con¬ 
sidered important. » 

First there were some official 
documents some of which had never 
been accurately verified. There was 
the original certificate in Latin 
granting him a bachelor of arts de- 
from THnity College, Dublin, 
on Feb. 12, 1860. There was the com¬ 
mission appointing him a Queen’s 
Oounrel for the province of British 
Oolumbia on April 2, 1873. A third 
item of Jan. 22. 1867. restored his . 
name to the roll of barristers al- | 
lowed to act in the now united co 
Iwiy of British Columbia and Van¬ 
couver Island. 

In November. 1897. be sent in his 
official letter of retirement, and was 
asked to suggest to the minister of 
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justice names for a successor. This 
list was sent in on Dec. 11, 1897, and 
it is interesting to note that one of 
the last on the list was given the 
pointment as resident judge at New 
Westminster. 

It was not known where 
McOeight had lived during some 
periods of his life and some details 
on this were available. A tax notice 
issued in Victoria by the city asses¬ 
sor gave the location of one piece of 
his property, while two insurance 
policies showed the site of his law 
chambers. Later, there was a policy 
of $5,000 covering law books, wig, 
gawTi and personal apparel in New 
Westminster. In 1896, a policy of 
$250 covered wearing apparel in 
Room 3, north side of Hastings 
Street West, between Homer and 
Richards Streets, in Vancouver. 

Afrer he had been appointed resi¬ 
dent judge in New Westminster, he 
had lived for {;ome years in the 
Columbia Hotel and receipts were 
available for this. In 1887. regular 
cheque stubs were made out to 1^. 
and Dr. Loftus Mclnnis of 221 Co¬ 
lumbia Street, New Westminster, 


and from these it is presumed that 
he went to live at their house. Dr. 
Mclnnis died in 1889, and a note in 
his diary mentioned that he would 
now pay Mrs. Mclnnis half the 
wages of a Chinaman so that he 
could have his meals there. 

Receipted bills revealed that he 
received law reports and annual 
digests regularly from T. N. Hibben 
in Victoria, and that these were 
bound by the Carswell Cbmpany of 
Toronto. He subscribed to many 
Roman Catholic journals and one of 
the last notes was to discontinue, in 
1897,* the New York Catholic Sen¬ 
tinel. A bill from Langdey and Com¬ 
pany. druggists of Victoria in 1895. 
provided for a prescription number 
Rx 91215 price $1, Eau de Cologne at 
.60 and two pounds of ooco leaves at 
$2. Mansell's of Government Street, 
Victoria,’ supplied his boots and 
shoes. He had a regular bill for 
liquor and cigeirs from John Jervis 
in Vancouver. 

Because he travelled a good deal 
when attending supreme court ses¬ 
sions, there were many hotel bills 
and an undated one from the Orien¬ 


tal Hotel in Victoria, provided one 
bottle of whisky at $1, wine at .25, 
erne bottle of apoUinaris at .50, one 
pint of porter at .25 and cigars at 
.50. There were many cancelled che¬ 
ques made out to the Roman Catho¬ 
lic Church in New Westminster, for 
althou^ McCreight started life as 
an ardent Anglican, he j(xned the 
Roman Catholic Church after living 
in the Cariboo between 1880 and 
1883. 

One set of bills dealt with what 
one of his contemporaries referred 
to as his greaf^st friend, his horse, 
Tally. In 1886 he noted in his diap' 
that he wanted a saddle horse and in 
August added "B. V. M. as to 
horse.” In 1895. David Wilson Sadd¬ 
lery of Cordo\a Street. Vancou\*er, 
had a bill for one circingle, one 
horse blanket and one saddle for the 
total of $9.75. In 1896. E. B. Keith of 
New Westminster, charged $5 for 
boarding Tally for six days. In the 
same year, the Palace Livery Sta¬ 
bles in Vancouver charged $5.75 for 
seven days board for the horse. 

There was apparently some con¬ 
troversy about Tally in New West¬ 
minster, as the horse w as often kept 
on the pcnitentiar>- grounds and 
looked after by the deputy warden, 
James Fitzsimmons. When 
McCreight w^nt on a holiday to 
Florida he sent S50 for the feeing 
and the care of the horse. In 1892 he 
asked Fitzsimmons to take the horse 
again as be was going on a trip to 
Eurt^. In 1892 there appeaitKi a 
clipping from a New Westminster 
newspaper: "Sir. how is it you gen¬ 
erally give a careful report of all 
convicts sent to the penitentiary, but 
not a word about the term Judge 
McOeight’s horse has )o serve has 
appeared in your colfimns. Is it 
life?” 

The following year there was a 
draft of a letter to Fitzsimmons say¬ 
ing that there were rumors that 
McCfreight was not paying for the 
forage. He added: T certainly un¬ 
derstood that the money I paid from 
time to time whenever the horse 
was in the penitentiary was quite 
amply sufficient for his forage. You 
will remember that when I returned 
from San Francisco last spring I 
gave you a cheque for $135, the 
horse having been there some five 
mtHiths.” In 1894, the matter was 
raised In church circles and a letter 
of apology from the Bishop of West¬ 
minister criticized a certain Father 
Moran who had complained to 
McCfreight about the matter. 

All this came to an end in 1897. 
On April 6, a bill from J. W. Bland, 
veterinary surgeon , Vancouver, 
charged for "a visit afternoon and 
aB ni^rt,” and on April 7, for ''post 
nKatem.” So died McCreight’s great 
"friend,” w*hose companionship he 
had so much valued.

How Alaska

Seventy-five years ago the United StateSj' Geogra¬ 
phical Survey knew so little about that section of Alaska, 
lying north of the Yukon River and stretching to the 
Arctic Ocean, that it wasn't even able to get out a re¬ 
liable map. All that it had learned gave the region a 
dark and sinister reputation. It was known for certain 
that Indians refused <o settle there. 


The department badly needed ac* 
curate information about this area. 
Gold had recently been discovered 
in the lylondike. and the miners and 
furtune-seekers who were swarming 
Nonh wanted maps they could de¬ 
pend upon. Such an appeal could 
hardly l>e ignored. 

In the fall of 1900 the department 
■5taff decided to send oqe of its best 
men on an important survey. To 
Frank C. Schrader, an old hand at 
Ala.<ikan ex^iloration. wa.s given the 
job of charting the unknown country 
and finding our what natural 
w*->nders and resources it held. 

When other engineers of the de¬ 
partment heard of Schrader’s as¬ 
signment, it is doubtful if the>' feft 
die least envy. Those who had had a 
taste of Alaskan blizzards and hard¬ 
ships were well aware that he might 
not even return. 

Leaving the State of Washington 
and traN'elling north by boat 
Seattle, he did not roach Skagway 
until Februar>-. 1901. There and at 
Whitehorse to which be went by 
railroad, he succeeded in “signing 
iin” a picked part>' of “mushers” 
and helpers for his 1,300-mile jour- 
nej' by dog sled dowm the Yukon. 

They saw goldminers in ever>' 
t*»wn as they went along, and as it 
'^•orked out. the party moved rapidly 
through the heart <rf the Canadian 
Klondike. At Dawscwi Schrader 
.>topped long enough to pick up two 
e\'i»ert dog-sled drivers aftd tw*> 
canoe men. * 

But he could not tarr>' an>’where. 
He and hi.s men had to be within 
striking distance of the northland 
before the river broke up and the ice 
went out. 

By April the expedition bad 
reached Fort Yukon, farthest north¬ 
ern point on Alaska’s great water 
highway. The party then turned up 
the Chandler River and a trek, 90 
miles through deep snow, was made 
to Coldfoot on the upper Koyaluck. 
.\t Bergman, some distance down¬ 
stream, the canoes and supplies 
Were waiting as promised. At this 
jifjint they had to wait for the river 
to (^n 

June came shortly. As the men 
•died in camp, they soon began to 
hear the cracking and groaning of 
the ice at night, firing was at last 
inv.idsng the .\rctict 

One morning the camp wes 
aroused by Schrader’s shouts. “Turn 
out. boys She’s oomej’’ he cried. 
Breakfasts were gobbled <knvn and 
the canoes hastily packed. The \-oya- 
ceurs had hardly pushed off betme 
they found themselves being carried 
d.Twnstream at a dizzy speed. The 
current over the frictionJess ice was 

fast that they were at the mouth, 
^f the John, a distance of 50 miles, 
by nightfall. 

In the \'alley of the John the 
party saw a sight they never forgot. 
If. was a moraine — that is. a great 
pile of earth, rounded pebbles and 
rocks, dropped by a Racier. This 
was different from most moraines 
as it had precipitous sides. When 
Schrader went over to look at it. he 
found the sheer cliff-like walls were 
solid ice. 

Reaching the headwaters of the 


J<rfin at last. Schrader cached a 
large part of the supplies. Another 
ordeal was at hand—the long por¬ 
tage over the high mountain pass. 

Perhaps this was the most ardu¬ 
ous part of the whole expedition. 
The eight men w ith the three canoes 
had hardly got going befwe clouds 
of Arctic mosquitoes swarmed about 
them—big ravenous creatures that 
cov'cred a man’s.hand the Instant he 
t-mk off his gkn'e. Their bites are so 
fierce that not even large animals 
will stay where they are. For the 
hungry suneyors. the absence of 
game w*as a disturbing prospect. 

Once o-.er the i*ass. however, the 
travellers came upon good fortune 
in the form of an amazing natural 
phenomenon. It was a lake frozen 
solid, the ice 50 feet thick. It was 
unlike other lakes as its source was 
a mountain spring, with the flowing 
water solidified each day by the 
cold. 

As the mosquitoes do not hover 
over ice. the e.xpedition found w'el- 
come relief from its worst pest. 
Herds of caribou were also disocn- 
ered. so it wasn’t long before the 
men were feasting on broiled meat. 
For several days, the party hunted, 
ate and loafed to their hearts’ con¬ 
tent. 

Schrader knew his men needed 
that rest because of what lay ahead 
July had come, and on the night of 
the Fourth there came a furious 
snow-storm as if to w-am of how soon 
winter would be upon them. 

The leader took time only for a 
few side-trips to the neighboring 
mountain peaks, satisfying himself 
that he had at last found the farthest 
northern cropjiing of the Rockies on 
the North American cemtinent. 
Curio'isly emugh. all these peaks 
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books are then proof-read and the 
transcriljer must follow up by mak¬ 
ing the corrections called for. On the 
average, it takes aljout three pages 
of braille to do caie of print. 

.Ml Grade 11 and 12 blind stu¬ 
dents. not just a chosen few as in 
the early trial period, now attend 
the regular senior secondary 
schools. Fortunately a method has 
been devised for duplicating from 
the key braille copy of ttieir books, 
or the load of work for transcribers 
would be next to impossible. 

The 50-plus books that Olive Ford 
has transcribed, range from juv-e- 
nile.s to popular science, w-ith the 
emphasis on requirements of the se¬ 
nior grades. Sometimes this has 
meant transcribing a novel for the 
school library*, and it Miss Ford had 
her “druthers.** this is the work she 
would most like to do. A good story 
is always her preference. 

Brian Lendnim. that other, much 
younger, native of Cowichan. came 
into Olive Ford’s life as her first 
pupil. Though Brian lost his sight in

were nf alx>ut the same height and 
niiticru-d on t'»p as if a giant plcine 
had run over them. 

It was time to keep moving. The 
o\erland journey brought the party 
to another river, the Anaktuvak. *rhe 
stream rapidly increased in width 
and the current seemed to run 
faster and faster. As the N-oyageurs 
were swept downward, a wild alarm 
seized them for fear they might be 
running into a great cataract or an 
impassable canyxm. 

But Schrader was worried about 
something else. He had figured ofi 
reaching the coast in time to catch 
the cutter Bear which did not leave 
Point Barrow* until late in August. 

But at the progress they were mak¬ 
ing. with so many rapids to inters 
fere. Schrader knew* they would 
miss the lioal. and be forced to 
remain in the Arctic for another 12 
months. 

Tne Colville was unlike any 
stream thev had ever seen, and as 
thev moved along. Schrader took 
pictures of its strange channel. For 
much of its course, owing to glacial 
upheaval, the Colville flows in a bed 
that is higher than its old valley. 

The nights were growing so cold 
that the mosquitoes no longer both¬ 
ered. Winter was coming fast. It 
was a relief when the turbulent .An¬ 
aktuvak emptied into the broad Col- j 
ville River, though Schrader knew | 
thev w*ere days behind schedule. 

\\*hen the expedition at last 
reached the Arctic Ocean at Niga- 
luk. it w*as August and sncwvstorms 
were becoming frequent. Schrader 
could see the Arctic ice-pack slowly 
closing in from far out at sea. They 
had only two weeks left to paddle to 
Point Banv>w which was a good 150 
miles up the coast. 

In their frenzied haste the men \ 
bent over their paddles as if they 
were rowers in some wilderness re¬ 
gatta. *rhe storms were coming of- 
tener now. and the nights were bit¬ 
ter cold. The canoes had to be kept 
«.xit of the rapidly forming shore-ice. 

On the second day out they met

babyhood, he never did attend any 
but the regular schools.

Eskimos trax-elling in their big, sea¬ 
worthy “oomiaks.” boats consider¬ 
ably bigger than canoes and made 
of walrus gein and bones. 

Schrader tried to btty* one of the 
oomiaks. but when the Eskimos re¬ 
fused. he tieisuaded them to give his 
men passage, towing the canoes be^ 
hind. I 

Learning that they hoped to catch 
the Bear, the Eskimos strained with 
all their might at the paddles. But 
now a real blizzard descended, and 
it wife 3$ hours before the party 
could get going again. 

On the 18th day after leaving the 
mouth of the Colville, Point Barrow 
broke on the horiz^m. But there was 
no sign of the Coast Guard cutter. 

The wivle settlement came to 
w*atch the landing. But when 
Schrader asked the all-important • 
question: “Where is the ^ 

got the quick answer: “Gone.” 

'The ice-i)ack was nw almost at 
Point Barrow s front door. Another 
storm and it would come rolling 
toward the shore w ith the arctic 
winter behind it. It k<oked as though 
Schrader and his men would have to 
“hole up * ior the whole year. 

But the head of the expedition 
refused to give up. Schrader w*as 
ready to take one last desperate 
chance. 

Three hundred miles down the 
coast was Port Lisbume. There was 
a coal mine there, Perhajis he could 
still catch a belated coUifr before it 
headed south. ; ' 

The settlers tried to dissuade, 
telling him of all the perils of such a 
trip. 

But Schrader wouldn’t listen. He 
abandoned hU canoes, bought a 
whale-boat and I<:»aded the whc4e 
party in it. . ' 

It was the sort of voyage that 
even hardened saikM*s would have 
never risked. 

'There wmsn’t a settlement al<mg 
the coast all the way* to Cape Hs- 
bume. ’The shoreline was low* and 
sanc^*. but if a shipwreck had ever 
occurred, it might have been fatal to 
the entire party. 

Schrader’s expectations of keep¬ 
ing ahead of the ice-pack w'as the 
wildest plan of all. To experienced 
Arctic seamen it would have sound¬ 
ed like sheer insanity. The leader 
never realized till afterward what a 
dangerous gamble he had taken. 

Nevertheless, he made k. 

Of all si^ts seen by men who 
had undergone untold hardships and 
faced a hundred {verils. nwie proba¬ 
bly ever looked so good as that of 
the yellow funnels of a ti^amp collier 
M-hich the party saw as their boat 
rounded Cape Lisbume. 

They w*ere just ia time. The col¬ 
lier had steam up and w*as all ready 
to sail. It was the last boat of the 
season. 

‘The whale-boat and all the equip* ; 
ment wem quickly* loaded aboard, 
and the party breathed easily for 
the first time in six months. 

Two days later the collier put in 
at Nome. 'There a terrible storm 
came in out of Bering Sea, flatten- I 
ing miners’ shacks, sw*amping small ; 
boats and drowning 20 m«t. i 
Schrader could not help but shudder ^ 
when he thought of what could have ; 
happened if that storm had ever ’ 
caught his men in their ojien w*hale- 
boat. 
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I FOOD FOR THOUGHT 


Ever since Eve tempted Adam 
with that fateful fruit, the popu¬ 
lar apple has played its part in 
mythology, 'art, history and sci¬ 
ence. Picture Hercules without 
that golden apple, or a still Vtfe 
picture without an apple. John 
McIntosh is remembered today be¬ 
cause of his-JiOtable discovery, the 
apple that bears his name. Would 
students remember Newton's law 
of 'gravity without that history¬ 
making apple? 


The word “apple" is stil} heai-d in everj’day 
ext»ressions such as “an apple for the teacher,”

Today, of course, the apple is more than just 
a highly en.x)yable, nutritious and decorative 
fruit; more than just a snack or dessert time fa¬

"Things always happen In 
threes" JO-year-old hAary Ellen 
HoUinsheadTs mother had a habit 
of saying, and after one terrifying 
weekend in 1908, Mary definitely 
began to believe her. To begin 
with, on Friday, July 31,^^ave-in 
at the Coal Creek ‘mine in which 
her brother, Ted, hod been work¬ 
ing, started the chain of events. 
Besides Ted, 29 men had managed 
to get out alive, but five others 
had not been so fortunate. 

And Sattindajr. Aug. 1. wdiile rescue operatkKis 
were still onderway for the trapped men, a wind. 
sU^t at first but later reaching hurricam^ velo¬ 
city, tunn<4led down from the west into the valley 
towards.Pbmie, 6.C., Mary*’5 hcMneto\in. 

Beaching the brush fires which had been 
smouldering for weeks near the Cedar V'aliey Mill 
acxt^ the Elko River from Femie, the wind 
whirled them into dancing life then carried ttie 
flames along to turn them loose on the mill and 
adjoining lumber company. With darting 5pee<l 
^ the wind-hurled flames raced through the l^ild- 
ings and stacks ol freshly-cut lumber, turning all 
into a bloang cauldron. 

Pushing eastward, the fire leapt the £lki> 
River and began its sprint ol destruction through 
the city of Femie. 

In a matter of three hours the entire city and

More than GO years have passed since the ti i- 
ple tragedies — a mine cave-lh. a bizarre wind 
and the resulting fire — took place, but the 
sights, sounds and smells as recorded in Mary's 
mind are vivid-yet. Here us her account of ihe 
day of the fire 

★ ♦ ♦ 

Stretched out in the shade of a cool nick 
overhang, my father, brotheis and I v\ere finding 
The Jun h break from our mrening l)erry-plckinc 
efforts welcome indeed. Even though we could 
see snow still moling the mountain peaks which 
jagged around us. tl>e .sun was hot and had 
dimmed c\on ;m>‘ usu d exurlieraaco. 

.Suddenly a hree.’e fanned our perspiring faces. 

“Ah." bad stood up and rrused his arms 
“.Sure be nice if a little wind would get up. Make 
our afternoon picking a lot cooler." 

“I’ll say." Frank, the younger of my two 
brothers, got up to join him. "Mom and Winnie 
are going to l>e glad they couldn’t come when we 
tell them how hot it’s been." Raising his head to 
sniff the breeze he said. “.Seems like that smoke 
smell's a lot stronger than it was this morning 

Dad's foret^ad creased with concern. "H«>pe 
those brush iires haven’t gotten away from 
them." 

Ted and Frank sicrambled over die rocks to 
investigate. The>' were hack in minutes, their 
faces 'as white as the sandwiches we had just 
eaten. “Dad there’s fire down there! It k»ok.'< like 
Femie’s on fire! 

Dad looked up at the rocks as though trying to 
decide wltether to check for hinfislf and then 
"Come on." he said, mptioning with hjs hand 
"Stick together now, but run. Fast!’’ 

With that he started off at a quick trot, the 
boys and I single-filing behind him. 

Down the slope we jogged, our feet twisting 
and sliding on the Aineven ground. The breeze 
which had beer, so refreshingly cool a fe%v min¬ 
utes before w'as no longer a breeze but an acrid 
smoke-filled wind tliat yanked at our hair and 


clothes and sent curls of dust eddying up l>ehirKi 
us. My eyes began smarting with tears, partly 
from smoke, pai^y from fear. 

Femie on fire? My mind couldn’t quite grasp 
w'hat that pronouncement might mean, but I did 
know’ that my mother and my little sister were 
down there and somehow wre had to get to them. 

Cresting a hill we were stopped by a dismay¬ 
ing scene before us. At the foot of the hill w'as the 
river w'e had to cross to get home, but on our side 
of it and almost directly beside the path w’e wtMild 
take, tiie mill was an Infernu of sm<>ke and 
flames. The main building was a cone of circling 
fireworks, while all aitxind it the smaller build¬ 
ings wei-e either already glowing, crumbling 
ruins, or in the process of being demolished by 
the w'hipping flames. Pieces of burning lunU>er 
sailed through the air leaving sideways-scattering 
, , fire trails where they crashed back to earth. 

' Terrified. I turned to run in the direction we 
‘ had come. Dad's shout stopped me. "To the 
bridge. Maiy. We’ve got to make it to the 
bridge." His words were snatched away by the 
wind, but his gestures told me what he wanted. 
Only I couldn’t move! I stood staring at him. hor¬ 
rific into immobility. We'd be burned to death. I 
knew we would, if we tried to pass that blazing 
holocaust! 

Motioning the boys to go ahead. Dad picked 
me up. Throw’ing his coat over my head he shout¬ 
ed: “Keep that ov'er your hair. Mar>'." and he 
plunged down towards the mill. 

As we approached it the crackle of flames 
became discernible over the noise of the wind, 
and we could see people dashing about in a con¬ 
fused way. apparently trying to fight the blaze. 
Sparks began raining on our heads and shoulders 
and grey ash that had <mce been the sawdust 
road rose in povvder>' puffs under Dad's feet. 

Directly across from the min with the smoke. 
noise and heat pressing in on us. it hurt so to 
breathe that I wanted to stop. Choking, gasping. I 
crushed my face into Dad s neck, holding it there 
until the mill was behind us. 

Finally the bridge was bef »re u.s. onU it 
wasn't a bridge anymore but a black mass of 
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smouldering beams sagging into the water. Dad 
stopped, stunned, and I slipped to the ground. 

The crackle ot the fire behind us was not 
quite so loud now. but from across the river we 
could hear Other sounds ~ fright^ing wind- 
tossed sounds — the Judder of falling trees, 
fr^izied shouts and answering shouts, the ciy of 
a child. For an instant die smoke lifted and we 
could see a knot of people milling an the of^xKite 
bank. My stomach churned as we watched a 
piece of blazing timber arc across the water and 
crash into a stand of pines alarmingly close to 
them. Instantly a cup-like flame surrounded each 
tree and then licked (Hit to embrace the next tree, 
and the next and the next. 

What now? We looked to Dad tar instftiction. 
But his face, sooty and shiny with sweat, mir¬ 
rored our uncertainty. 

*‘We could go by the bridge at Orfcato," Ted 
volunteered. The rest of us were unfamiliv with 
it, but Ted rode his pony that way often and knew 
it well. 

“Yes, yes. We’D go that way then." 

Again we went running. Away from the 
bridge and the mUl, through brtish and brambles 
sometimes waist-high, obUvious to U)e ankle¬ 
bruising sbmes and raking vines. Now the ache in 
my diest was from running, Ixit the. thought of 
reaching home cancelled any thought of stopping 
fen* rest 

Reaching Femie’s brickyards we found we 
couldn’t c(Mitinue. Between us and the river two 
fires and one we had just passed and another 
to the north near the Great Noxthem tracks 
were moving toward each other. Thou^ these 
fires were no longer pushed by the wind which 
had droi^>ed. we knew we (wouldn’t possibly out¬ 
run them. Sk> in frustrated anxiety we waited 
until they met and burned themselves down. Then 
we began carefully picking our way over the stiD- 
sparicing debris. 

Finally we reached the bridge, and crossing 
the logs one by one we headed up onto the 
railroad tracks. Now there w'as scarcely any 
sound except for <Hir clutching breath and the 
clomp of our leaded feet on the ties. 

At the West Fernie crossing we veered onto a 
sideroad which led back to town. The way was 
easier going here, but little gusts of wind stiD 
picked at our clothes and lifted grass and bushes 
down the road ahead of us. Nearing Fernie we 
could hear fire sounds again and we began seeing 
pieces of rubble that had obviously been carried 
by the wind. 

A last bursting effort brought us to the out¬ 
skirts and -onto a scene of devastation — 
toppling smoking walls, twisted iron and broken 
glass, h#*re and there a charred, crumbling found- 
datKMi. Not a building in this area remained ii^ 
tact. / 

Struggling to see through the bilkming 
smoke, stepping carefuUy over the stiU fuming 
and blazing ruins, we made our way toward main 
street and home. Each block was as utterly de¬ 
stroyed as the last. Had nothing in the town been 
left whole? ' 

Our street was deserted as was the str e et on 
which our store had stood. But further on we 
came to a smaU group of rumaging surviv’ors and 
several neighbors. AH told the same story of wind 
and flame-ridden terror. '"ITie flames chased us 
right across town ... leapt from building to 
building . .. walls toppling aU over . .. things fly¬ 
ing through the air. And oh, the noise! The wind, 
and everybody screaming!" 

Always they ended with the question: "Have 
yw seen Harry?” Or Edna, or Grama. And 
alwa>-s we asked: "Have you seen Mom (m* Wn- 
nie?" 

Nobody had. "But she might be down by the 
company office," somebody finaUy said, 
“(^y building left standing in the wMe city 
and people have bewi heading there.” 

Again we took off at a nm. 

The people were there, clotted in bunches on 
the once-green lawns keeping warm inside the of¬ 
fice, for it had now begun to get dark and ccM. 
Frank and I sat down on the grass for a rest, but 
Dad and Ted immediately began questkiiing 
again. 

Suddenly a hand reached and grasped my 
shoulder. "Mary!” 

It was Mom! 

"Thank God. thank God!" she said, enfold¬ 
ing Frank and I. Ted and Dad appeared and were 
included in her embrace. 

"But Winnie. Where's Winnie?” someone 
asked. 

Mom burst into tears. "I don’t know. I don’t - 
know. I left her at the store when I went to get 
Mrs. Swallow and the new baby and when we 
came back she was gone! I couldn't find her!" 
Now Dad’s were the enfolding arms. 

More questioning, more searching, now at an 
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e\’en more frantic pace, for Die thought of a 
seven-year-old akme in the dark somewhere, pos¬ 
sibly injured, moved us aU to renewed stamina. 
But the seai^ was fruitless. Shaking with cc^d 
and fatigue we once again bead^ for the coal 
company c^ice. 

Our place of refuge was short-lived. In our 
absence fire had Sgain began to move and spread 
out of control, and thou^ volunteer fighters were 
in abundance, water and equipment were not. 
There w*as little to check the crawling threat and 
so(xi the surging smoke, the breath-robbing heat 
and the fingering flames again sent us scattering. 
Running blind, I clung to Mom’s hand, sure that 
this time we were doomed. 

Suddenly a shout w'ent tq>. "To the railroad 
tracks. They've trains there to take us <Hit.” 
Massing again, the crowd began to move in the 
direction ol the depot. 

The sight of the train with Us congkxneration 
of cars was glorious beyond belief. Mom and I 
clambered aboard, leaving Dad and the 
behind to continue the search. Confusion jangled 
aJl arcMind us as more and m(x*e desperate peojrie 
poured into the cars. 


• 


TTirougk the slats we could see the fire eating 
closer and closer. Would we never leave? "We'D 
be burned alive Ike mts." one man screamed, as 
curses and cries of "get moN’ing!" re>'erberated 
Uirough the packed cars. 

Finally the wheels began to creak and grind 
and at last the load of nearHiy-sterical humanity 
began to nvn’e. 

Our destination was Crantnook where towns¬ 
people shared food, clothing and shelter. We were 
safe, Mom and I^but fes* there was no sleep. 
She bad no way of knowing that Winnie bad be^ 
taken to Cutbank, a siding four miles from Fer¬ 
nie, where with 3,000 others she bad spent the 
night, in relative comfort and safety. Nw did she 
know bow Dad and die boys were faring. 

At sun-up the next morning we were back aT 
the depot. Finally one of the trains brought the 
reward to our vigil.

Far me at Uiat moment the world began to 
tilt back toward its safe litUe orbit.

Tlte oars rattled in their locks, and their 
echoes came from among the towering trees 
on either side of the narrow river, closing me 
in like a vast wilderness. Thick bush grew 
down to the riverbank, and fallen trees rotted 
in the flood-muddied current. Alone in my 
small boot, I seemed to be a hundred miles 
from the nearest human soul. But the barking 
of a distant dog, and the drone of traffic re¬ 
minded me that I was close to civilization. In 
fact. I was only a few miles from Victoria, in

fire looked a Vn smaller at closer 
range. 

Having spent the effort to get to 
that shore, we decided to head to¬ 
wards the place where Colquitz 
River enters the inlet. A hundred 
yards out from the shore around the 
river mouth, we discovered that 
there was barely enough water to 
float the canoe. It was about eight 
inches deep, and the mud from the 
bottom stuck to our paddles like 
black roofing gum. •‘We better not 
go aground here," Rod said over his 
shoulder. "I don’t think much of the 
idea of stepping over the side into 
that goo!” 

Me neither. I shuddered and we 
paddled on. closing now on the en- 
trace to the river. Mud sloped up 
from black water on both sides of us 
as we paddled under old leaning f:r 
trees, one of which was full of wood¬ 
pecker holes, and quite dead 
ing. Houses stared bleakly at the 
tops of our heads as we slid quietlv 
by. We paddled under Admirals 
Road bridge and emerged upstre^^m 
to a view that could only be de¬ 
scribed as desolate. 

Ever>’lhing looked so ageless in 
the gray day on,that dark water: •'t 
the low tide we were witnessing, an 
ancient oak hung far out into the 
river, drooping seaweed like tassels. 
To our eye.s, down l>elow the bnrl.s 
of the river, it l(x>ked Ipce a scene 
right out of the Florida everglades. 

We paddl«‘d a further 200 yanls 
befcrte we .concluded that we wc ? 
running out of time, weather, and 
water under our keel, and it wo*i!d 
be prudent 'to come about and re¬ 
trace our stei)s. 

Within an hour w’O were ap¬ 
proaching Gorge Boathouse when 
suddenly a fish about a foot long 
jumped clear of the water, only a 
few yards in front of the canoe. It 
seemed a fitting end, a sort of ho^e 
for the future, to an interesting cou¬ 
ple of hours in the outdoors. 


the inlet and the two creeks that 
flow into it if I took my rowbodt and 
an outboard motor, rather than row¬ 
ing the canoe all the way around 
from the Gorge Park area. Besides, 
my paddling companion Rod w’as 
unavailable that morning, and I had 
never tried a canoe alone. I thought 
absently that Rod would think I was 
deserting the cause if he saw me 
clamping my three-horse kicker on 
the transom of my rowboat. Ah, 
well, I thought, only a little more 
noise, a little more smoke: tomor¬ 
row I'll start worrying about the en¬ 
vironment. 

As soon as I got the motor going 
and the boat away from the rocks, I 
was able to sit back and enjoy the 
scene. 

Out in the middle of the inlet 
drifted a flock of ducks. The rattle 
of the outboard frightened them into 
flight long before I w'as close enough 
to really look them over. A canoe, I 
felt, could have drifted among them. 

As I approached the entrance to 
Colquitz River. I shut off the out¬ 
board and unloosed the oars. Al¬ 
though the water was obviously 
deeper now. because of the high 
tide, than it was when Rod and I 
had gone through with the canoe. I 
didn't w;iint to risk damage to ttw 
propeller which extended so far 
below the bottom of the boat. 

It was nov^- that the second ad¬ 
vantage of the canoe became so 
obvious. In it the paddler faces for¬ 
ward. and^^in position to set his 
course. In my rowb-jat. sitting back¬ 
wards. I ran into the first oak limbs 
hanging over the water. In fact, I 
think I eventually had to disentangle 
my jacket hood from the branches 
of every tw along the river's edge. 

A resident working in his back¬ 
yard did a double-take when he saw 
my head drifting backwards above 
the riverbank. 

Just bekm* the point where Rod 
snd I had turned around on our first 
trip, I Asco\’ered four or five boys, 
about 12 years old, building them¬ 
selves a raft. When they saw me 
approach, two of them leaped into a 
kayak and paddled out into the river 
to meet me. A silly thought went 
through m>- mind \\hen I wondered 
if they were hostile. 

The kayak drew alongside of me, 
and the boy in the bow asked if he 
could get a lift upriver for about a 
quarter mile. I agreed, and after a 
brief scuffle when he had one foot in 
my boat, and one in the kayak, and 
as a result nearly overturned both, 


anyway.” he said, tugging a reluc¬ 
tant recruit. We went 

We rented a canoe from Gorge 
Boathouse, and even that was ac¬ 
cidental. We had decided before¬ 
hand to attempt our first trip on Elk 
Lakes, But on the Friday before 
Labor Day Weekend, the Saturday 
of our little outing. Rod found that 
the canoe rentals at Elk Lake had 
closed for the winter. We looked 
around, anti there was Gorge Boat¬ 
house. 

After clK.osing our craft and load¬ 
ing it with life jackets, we pushed 
off out into the outgoing current, 
and began to paddle-upstream. In 
the next two hours I discovered two 
great potentials: canoeing and Por¬ 
tage Inlet. The tide was low, still 
running out as we worked against 
the current between oozing mud 
banks below stone walls and hang¬ 
ing trees. By the time we had glided 
our way up the Gorge to the Craig- 
flower Bridge, my arlritrary en¬ 
trance to Portage Inlet, we had fall¬ 
en into the routine of going in the di¬ 
rection we intended. 

The depth was about two feet, 
and surprisingly the water that we 
had f<>und so murky was suddenly 
clear and we could see shellfish Irr 
the gravel under the bridge. We 
were somewhat impressed that 
something liesides periodic herring 
runs could live in what we had come 
to believe as a dead waterway. 

From the bridge we rounded 
Maple Point, c^posite the old Craig- 
flower Manor, and headed toward 
Christie Point. By the time we wrere 
nearly c^posite the rocky outcrop, 
we noticed a huge flame the 
shore near the highway. It looked 
like a building aflame, so we bent to 
the paddles fen* a clo^ look. \Vhen 
we drew near we could see someone 
burning brush on the shore, and the 


Much has been written 
and discussed about Por¬ 
tage Inlet in recent 
years, a result as much 
from the new thoughts on 
qur environment as from 
the fact that for the past 
couple of decades the 
Trans - Canada, Highway 
lus carried people with¬ 
in easy sight and smell of 
its polluted waters. 


. The highway also carried people 
past the swans and other water 
birds in the inlet, and some of those 
observers concluded that it's not too 
late to save the waterway. Engi- 
n^rs and politicians and ecologists 
have become involved with Portage 
Inlet. 

*I became invoh’ed. too, hut rather 
b>' accident. It wasn't as a result of 
engineering, politics or ecology. Nor 
\was it ^ a result of having been 
aware of the inlet's e.xistenca since I 
was six, or about 30 years, and was 
therefore j^KHit due to go and exam¬ 
ine It cloi^. It was because Rod 
Ste\’ens wanted me to try canoeing. 

After considerable persuasion, he 
liad convinced me to go, and called 
00 me cme Saturday morning, a grey 
day promising- rain. I pointed out 
die ov'ercast to Rod and assured him 
that if we went on thi^escapade we

More than two months went by. 
and the thought of spending more 
time cm the inlet occurred to me oc¬ 
casionally. ITien one November 
morning I drove across Admirals 
Road bridge and observed that the 
tide w'as quite high on Colqu'tz 
River, and I thought how much 
further one could safely ascent the 
creek. 

The ne.xt morning I was unload¬ 
ing my nine-foot fibreglass rowboat 
at the launching ramp cm the north 
side of the inlet, beside the Trans- 
Canada Highway.

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PORTAGE IN LET— Evolution 


By PETER MARSHALL 


Beneath its placid 
waters and clumps of eel 
grass, lie the key to more 
than 12,000 years of Vic¬ 
toria history. A history 
including a layer of little- 
known, bright yellow vol¬ 
canic ash is unknown to 
most Victorians. 

It began about 20,000 years ago 
when the last Ice Age extended to 
the V'ietoria area. Glaciers which 
formed in the Coast Mountains north 
of Vancouver pushed down Georgia 
Strait and covered Victoria to a 
depth of 4,000 feet as they swept out 
Juan de Fuca Strait to the Pacific. 

As it mo\ ed. the ice ground out 
any loose rocks and scraped them 
along the bottom of the Racier so 
that scratches and grooves were 
fOTmed on remaining bedrock. It is 
from these grooves that the direc¬ 
tion of ice movement can be deter¬ 
mined. 

Apparently the^cc. coming dowTi 
die Colquitz River valley picked out 
a weak contact area between two 
types of rock in the vicinity of Por¬ 
tage Inlet. Over a period of thou- 
sands^jof years, the Inlet was deep¬ 
ened and the rock removed across 
Esquimau and cAjt the Strait. The 
terrifi^ weight of the ice also 
dep fess^ihe land surface. 

As the glacier melted and reced¬ 
ed. approximately 13.000 years ago, 
the ocean swept in liehind the ice, 
drowning the Victoria area to a 
depth of 300 feet. It is to this eleva¬ 
tion that one finds the gooey, light 
grey colored Victoria clay w'ell 
known to many local gardeners. At 
high elevations the coating of clay is 
rather thin because’the ocean stayed 
at this height for only a short 
period. 

Thus as the land gradually 
emerged the first signs of vegetation 
became apparent on the higher land. 
Because the grasses were in small 
isolated clumps, they were easily 
eroded and carried down to the’- 
ocean, which at this time still flood¬ 
ed Portage Inlet. More than 12 feet 
below the present bottom of the 
Inlet, samples of these grasses and 
reeds have bet-n recovered from the 
clay. 

Through the use of a special tech¬ 
nique called radiocarbon dating, the 
series of sediments has been accur¬ 
ately dated. All living matter con¬ 
tains the element carbem wtiich is 
nonradioactive. A special form, or 
isotope, of carbon called carbon-14 is 
sli^tly radioactive. The isotc^ is 
produced continuously in the atmo¬ 
sphere so that living matter absorbs 
a small portion of carbon-14 while it 
is living. 

However, once the organism dies, 
it no longer absorbs the i.sotope. At 
this point the ratio of carbon-14 to 
ordinary carbon begins to change. 
The amount of ordinary carbon re¬ 
mains the same, but the isotope 
begins to disintegrate. The radioac¬ 
tive decay occurs at a regular, and 
predictable rate. Thus by accurately 
measuring the ratio of the two car¬ 
bons, scientists can calculate the 
age of ancient matter. 

SeN’cral clumps of . grass and 
reeds subjected to radiocarbon anal¬ 
ysis gave an age of 11,700 years 
before present. Since the deposit of 
clay in the Portage Inlet area is of 
considerable depth, it is estimated 
that the glacier must have left the 
area at leasi 13.000 years ago. The 
actual date is hard to determine 
because of the lack of living matter 


immediately u[>on the departure of 
the mass of ice. In the last twelve 
thousand years, however, one or an¬ 
other form erf vegetation has grown 
in the Inlet so that it is possible to 
check each imprjrtant level of sedi¬ 
ment and obtain a date, one atop the 
other, giving a complete history of 
events. 

Going upward from the first sam¬ 
ples of grass about eight feet below 
the bottom of the Inlet is a sharp 
change from .Victoria marine clay to 
highly organic fresh water peat. 
Branches, cenes and even small tree 
stumps perfectly preserved in the 
saturated peat have been found.' 

The point of change from clay to 
peat was dated at 9,250 years before 
present. Actually the change must 
have taken place befcH^ this time 
because it w'ould take a period of 
time befco^ trees could grow in the 
salty marine clay. Also roots should 
be found in the clay, but they ar^

he perched in the bow of the row¬ 
boat and said: "Let's go." 

He was a little forward, perhaps, 
but definitely not hostile. 

The young fellow assured me 
there was plenty of depth for the 
outboard nwtor in the river, so I 
started it again, even though I didn't 
have complete faith in his estimate 
of "10 or 20 feet deep." He also as¬ 
sured me that I could travel further 
up the river "for miles." So after 
leaving him at the foot of D>*san 
Avenue, I again unloosed the oars, 
swung out into the river, and headed 
easterly upstream. 

After the next bend I was in that 
area mentioned at the opening of 
this article. I had passed the last 
house on the riverbank. and had 
made the turn north past a tree that 
held a sign that read, simply, 
"Danger". In this area there are no 
visible marks of civilizatMm. The 
trees nearly close over the river, 
and brush prevents you from seeing 
more than a few feet into the forest 
on either side. 

A short distance upstream I spot¬ 
ted a row of hay bales standing on 
their ends under little roofs—targets 
for the archery range, and an expla¬ 
nation of the little sign nailed to the 
tree. 

The river again turned easterly, 



missing, indicating that part of the 
clay was eroded away between the 
time that the ocean fell, and the 
trees could take r«it. Yet. the date 
of 9.250 years does give a good in¬ 
dication of when the change oc¬ 
curred. 

Because the deposit of peat- 
including fresh water reeds—is 
found in some places more than 20 
feet below the present water sur¬ 
face, the sea level must have fallen 
below its present }e^'el. at least eight 
feet below the present sea Jex-el. 
That is the depth of water at Craig- 
flower bridge. 

TTie Inlet wxHjld have partially 
drained and be smaller in size than 
at present. More important, it would 
have turned into a fresh water p)Of>d 
with a smafi fresh water stream 
flowing dowTi the Gorge. Trees could 
then have grown in areas now cov¬ 
ered by water. • and fresh water 
reeds in the shaliow centre erf the 


completing a large S shaple, pnd I 
emerged from the forest into o{)en 
fields with a fringe of bush on each 
bank. It is this area that you can see 
from the highway between Burnside 
and Admirals Roads. The river nar¬ 
rowed so that at times the oars 
touched both shores. 

I looked over my slxtulder and 
saw three people observing me 
curiously. They kx>ked at if they 
thought I had just dropped out of the 
sky. 

It turned out that they weren’t so 
surprised to sec a rowboat in the 
narrow river, as in the fact that at 
that precise moment when they 
needed a boat, there it was! 

They had a tame pigeon that had 
escaped across the river by flapping 
its clipped wings, and there it sat. in 
a bush, 20 feet away, safely se 7 )arat- 
ed by a waist deep moat from its 
owners. .Another near-capsize as I 
took on another |)assenger. some 
awkward rowing in all that grass 
growing in the water’s edge, and we 
managed to achieve the opposite 
shore. The pigeon fancier bounded 
out of the boat, shook the tree, 
picked up the pigeon, rrboarded, 
cast off. and landed on his own side 
of the river, all in a period of min¬ 
utes. 


smaD pond. The accumulation cf 
peat continued for approximately 
3.R00 yean, reaching a thic’tcness of 
over three feet in some spots. Yet, 
the deposition of peat was not con¬ 
tinuous. 

V'olcanic ash drifted over the V’ic- 
toria region and settled in Portage 
Inlet forming a bright yellow band 
about a third of the way d<»wn in the 
peat. There are several volcanoes 
such as Mount Baker, and Mount 
Rainier within a .lundred miles of 
Victoria. First from Indian legends 
and later from scientific studies, 
several erupticxis have been record¬ 
ed. 

Since neither of these volcanoes ' 
had a major eruption iif the 3^800 
year period of peat accumulation, a 
sample of peat immediately abme 
the volcanic ash was analyvd to de¬ 
termine its age. A date of 6,670 
yeais before^ present was obtained. 
*rhis date matches very closely with 
more than 20 similar dates of ash 
bJowTi skyward from tbe eruption of 
Mount Mazama — the present 
mountain is kzKwn as the huge pit 
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became obv ious that 1 was in the 
wrong craft for that part Of tbe 
river. Whereas the depth and width 
could readily accept a canpe. the 
oars of my lx>at were tangling con¬ 
stantly in the brush along shore. 1 
hauled in the oars and started the 
outboard. 

I went another hundred yards, 
d^ad slow and watchful of under¬ 
water hazards, but within view of 
the- back of the Tillicum outdoor 
theatre, and now one mile upstream 
frotn Portage Inlet, I decided the 
risk to the outboard was getting too 
greet, and reluctantly Vimed aitnod 
and headed downstrearrf. 

In due course I passed the raft 
builders who waved as l sailed by. 

Ccsifident now of the water depth. 
I ran under power the whote way 
ba<ic. out under Admirals Road 
bridge and out into the kilet, headed 
towards Christie Point. As I rounded 
the rocky outcrop. I was observed 
by another group of boys. They had 
that same look o( curiosity, as if its 
a rarity to see a boat out on the 
water in ti»e inlet.even though tiiere 
were many boats lying on shore, or 
tied to wharves, and even a couple 
of large cruisers which must have 
arrived at ver>' high tide levels. 
Mine was the onjy one being used. 

I powered down the west arm- of 
the inlet toward the mouth of Craig- 
flower, or as I prefer to call it by its 
earlier, more fascinating name, 
Deadman's River. I had intended to 
travel up Deadman's to Hehncken 
Road bridge and beyond, but the old 
outboard, whether clogged by 
weeds, or just tired from having run 
so slolk for so Icmg. decided to over¬ 
heat, and for awhile looked and 
* smelled as if it were going to go up 
in a ball erf Qame. TTiere was noth¬ 
ing left but to head back to tite car. 

There is enough to see in Portage 
Inlet to go again, and someday I 
won. Deadman’s River still beckons, 
as does (he overload crossing from 
Portage Inlet ta Esquimalt Harbour, 
a possible canal route that has been 
a topic of discussion fex* znore than a 
century. And C^quitz River still in¬ 
vites me—by canoe next time. 
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A wave and an expression of 
gratitude and the>' w’ere gone, and I 
bent to my oars again. But it now

lifetime of wandering and wending 
his way about the continent. 

He devoted his life to recording 
-the death pangs of Indian culture 
and the destruction of Indian civili¬ 
zation in North America. 

No one would envy the task Ra¬ 
chel Homer set herself in picking 
120 photographs for this excellent 
book titled In a Sai-red Manner We 
IJve, but she has done well. 

In his 25 years of work, CXirtis 
compiled 20 volumes of text and 
photographs, plus another 20 portfo¬ 
lios of photographs on the North 
American Indian. Volumes 9. 10 and 
11 are in the provincial archives 
here and present a fascinating study 
of Pacific Coast Indians. 

After study ing the portfolios and 
this current book, it might be ar¬ 
gued that Curtis tended to take a 
•■m)ble savage ’ look at his subjects, 
but this would be a gross exaggera¬ 
tion. For the internal evidence of his 
work show’s that Curtis had a pro¬ 
found jfffcction for the North Ameri¬ 
can Indian and his treatment of 
them pictorially is sensitive and 
sympathetic. 

In 1889, he moved to Seattle, 
where his father had settled on a 
small farm, and continued his pic¬ 
ture taking. His father regarded his 
activities as totally frivolous, but his 
mother realized the full sense of 
vocation that had already gripped 
the young Curtis. 

In additiOT to his photographs, he 
recorded Indian music on wax rolls 
and. at the same time, taught him¬ 
self a number of languages and dia¬ 
lects. He made a documentary film 
in British Columbia on the Kwakiotl 
Indians, as well as [>hotographing 
many of their villages. 

Provincial archivist Willard Ire¬ 
land said of Curtis and his w'ork. 
"he was a brilliant man who com¬ 
bined great artistry with an acute 
eye for detail. Hi.s work is of real 
value to the anthropologist of 
UKlay." 

Don Fowler, an anthropologist at 
thf I’niversitv of Nevada, has writ¬ 


ten an excellent introduction and 
commentary to this valuable book 
and corrected some earlier bk>* 
graf^ical errors. 

It has been said that Emily Carr 
captured the spirit of the decay of 
Indian civilization in British Oolum- 
bia, and I (eel Edw ard S. Curtis has 
done an cquaUy magnificent job in 
recording the actuality of the period.

Snapshooters can improve their 
pictures without spending a penny 
by reading these 10 essential steps 
of taking good pictures and keep¬ 
ing them in mind when picture¬ 
taking. 

Almost automatically, you'll have better 
snapshots because one oi these steps is certain to ^ 
reach any area where there is room for improve- 
ment 

Important leases picture-taldng are fre¬ 
quently overkx^ed and mistakes become eleariy 
evident in the final print. By foQowing these spe¬ 
cific pointers yoo will avoid common pitfalk. 

Carefully read the instruction manual sup* 
plied with your camera, as well as the instructko 
sheet for the filip. Films differ greatly in their 
designed purpose so be sure you shoot with the 
film appropriate for the situation. 

Always load film in shade to prevent light- 


struck or edge-fogged pictures except if you have 
one of the new type cameras which uses car¬ 
tridge load film. Make sure you’re loading the 
t>pe of film the situation calls for: daylight, in¬ 
door, color, blaq|(-and-white, fast or sl^ speed, 
transparencies or prints are all considerations. 

Focus correctly on your subject With simple 
cameras focus is "fixed" from about five feet to 
infinity. This means that you’ll always be in focus 
if you shoot from naore than five feet away from 
your subject. Adjustable cameras can' be focused 
as close as two feet but must be set by the 
operatcw. 

Follow the exposure data on the film instruc¬ 
tion sheet so you set the lens and shutter speed 
properly. An exposure meter is always helpful. If 
you’re not sure of the correct settings, bracket 
your exposures by taking a few pictures with set¬ 
tings on both sides of what you estimate to be 
correct exposure. If you do not have an adjust¬ 
able eamera ^ou don’t have to worry about set¬ 
tings. 

Steady now! Hold your camera still, prefera¬ 
bly on a tripod ox using some support, such as a 
fence railing, tree trunk, or table. Thm. squeeze 
your shutter releaase—don’t punch or jab. 


For impact and composition—fill the entire 
iewfinder with your subject matter. Leave dis¬ 
tractions from the central subject out of. the [pic¬ 
ture. Avoid cluttered backgrounds, and get <^ose 
to your subject for impact. Try unusual cuigles. 
-iK^ting from above and or below your sub^t. 
Photograph the unique as well as the usual. 

Keep your camera kfadid and handy at all 
times. And take lots of pictures! Not every pic¬ 
ture can be of priz^winning calibre, but the more 
pictures you take, the greater is the chance ior 
better pictures. E.xperts build their shows by 
choosing from thousands of prints. 

Handle jxmr oegafives carefully. Fingerprints 
and crumpled negatives make final prints watib' 
less; store negatives in files. 

And crop youur pictures. Most arranging 
should be done in the camera viewfinder before 
the picture is snapped. Frequently an even better 
picture can be made by cropping i cutting out 
what you don’t need in tbe picture). 

Use your pictures by mounttag and displaying 
tliem in a dry friace, away firom direct sunli^t 
Store prints in a cool, dark place where they 
won’t be damaged by weather or handling.

71)6 h.TX contained nine diaries 
dating from 1S83 to 1893 and mostly 
leather bound. The entries in them 
were very short, individuals were 
often referred to by their initials 
and personal matters u'ere not re¬ 
corded. There were notes such as 
"Dined at Creases," Dine with Bi¬ 
shop at 7 ;00 p.m. and "Dine at G.H. 
(Government House?) 7:30 p.m. 
There was % record of steamer fare 
f6.h0 and porter, Nanaimo to hotel, 

.50. Ho mentioned attending the 
Richfield assizes, then concluded 
by saying on No\-. 24, 1883, "Assize 
concluded. Thank Cjod for guidance 
and blessings; Though they curse 
yet bless them." Tlte last entry for 
1883 was a note: ' ‘Thank God hearti¬ 
ly for all his great mercies during 
all ’83 and most of all fc^ bringing 
me to the true Church! 

The 1886 diary mentioned sending 
a draft to his sister. ,4nna, and 
promising 3500 to the Homan Catho¬ 
lic Church. Then there was a trivial 
note for Aug. 21; "horse shod." 

In 1887 he recorded talking to Fa- » 
ther McGuckin "re: E. A. M.” and 
one wxinders if this was his wife of 
whom there ‘is never any* direct 
mention. Nov. 8 simply records: 
"wet day. couldn’t ride." 

An entry in 1888 stated that be 
paid the Chinaman 37.50 for washing 
and that Dr. Meinnis dies on May 
13. An item in 1890 told of his saUing 
to San Francisco in August and his 
return in September. 1892 recorded 
that he asked for leave of absence 
as the doctor said that he had been 
working tod* hard, while 1893 men¬ 
tioned a trip to St. Augustine in 
Florida and the diary ended with 
his return to New Westminster on 
June 22. 

Tbe box contained a large collec¬ 
tion of letters from Mrs. Elizabeth 
Nuttall who lived in Victoria and 
whose husband. Thomas, was an m- 
surance agent and owned property- 
in the town. 

There were four daughters in the 
family and one was McCYeight’s 
God-daughter. 

The letters recall the gossip of 
Victoria but also many family de¬ 
tails, especially concerning Mr. 

N u 11 a 11 ’ s financial difficulties. 
Judge McCYeight not only visited 
them on many occasions and spent 
Christmas there, but he lent Mrs. 
Nuttall quite large sums of money, 
and provided for music lessons and 
a stcngographic course for the 
daughters at the Convent in Vic¬ 
toria. 

Mrs. Nuttall begged him to come 
to the examination at the convent 
as Bessie was to read the opening 
address, then sent a note a.sking him 
to dinner, when there would ^ "a

dish of our own asparagus." She 
thanked him for sending her hus¬ 
band a cardigan which he was wear¬ 
ing on a short vbit they were hav-. 
ing at Duncan, "where the air is 
much softer and warmer and we 
have counted 14 canoes on the Koksi- 
lah River.'* 

One of ther letters said she want¬ 
ed to talk to him as* she was werri- 
ed, and be was the only one she 
co^d trust. Yet at the time of hk 
retirement the connection must have 
become somewhat burdensome. In a 
letter from a fellow judge there was 
a mesKioo of the sale of the law 
books "and what will help you with 
the Nuttalis which i can understand 
burdens you. Of course, you can't be 
expected to do any more for them 
than occasionally." 

From McCreight’s own family, 
there were only a fenv letters. He 
had a sister, Anna Dorothea, who 
lived in France and a few of her let¬ 
ters were in the box. She w rote from 
Nice in 1896 and from Paris in the 
same year, each time acknwvledg- 
ing cheques that McCreight had sent 
her. She asked after Tally and re¬ 
called a story of an Emma Brown 
who bad just died and who 
McCreight might have married. She 
discussed her health and her reli- 
gi<x)s convictions. Then in a letter of 
April 26, 1896, after thanking for a 
cheque added: "Please write soon 
again, dearest John. This evening I 
am very sad. I hope you are happy. 

1 often think of someone and wxmder 
if she is still alive. " This may again 
be a reference to McCreight’s w-|fe 
of whom there is so little detail. It 
has never been cemfirmed, but the 
belief is that she was confined many 
years in a mental institution in San 
Francisco and was still alive wfien 
McCreight retired in 1897. 

The other family letters come 
from McCreight’s niece. Letitia Jef¬ 
freys, who lived in Bath. England. 
She also thanked McCreight for con- 
tributi<xis received to assist his 
sister Margaret, whose husband 
died in 1896. McCreight not only sent 
a regular allowance but money to 
cover her widow’s mourning. Letitia 
mentioned that her father and 
brother were also helping out and 
that some of the money would be 
recovered from the Irish tenants, 
but that Aiint Margaret’s mental 
powers were such that she could not 
sign any documents. 

One of the last items in the col¬ 
lection was a letter from Judge 
Theodore Davie, written in 1898. 
after McCreight's retirement. He 
suggested that McCreight would be 


going east with the Bishop and one 
ctf the priests about April 20, and he 
premia^ to meet him at Lourdes. 

• McOeigbt did reach Lourdes and 
also visited Rome before retiring to ’ 
Hastings in the south of England . 
where he lived until his death in 
1913, at the i^e of 86.

now filled with water — Crater 
Lake! The ash from the eruption 
spread hundreds of miles, over Ore¬ 
gon, Washington and part of British 
Columbia. This is the first time that 
it has been determined for ceiiain 
on Vancouver Island. 

'The ash is found only in a few of 
the peat deposits in the Victoria 
area, and only in part of Portage 
Inlet Very calm conditKXts most 
have prevailed for the ash to filter 
out of the air, settle on the water, 
then gradually be deposited on the 
bottom of the Inlet. Any areas with 
even a slight current woUtd have 
had the ash swept away by the 
stream flowing out the Gorge. In 
those areas were it is presently 
found, successive layers of peat 
quickly covered tbe ash to keep it in 
place undisturbed. 

The final phase of history began 
when the sea level rose again to 
about its present level. As sea level 
rose and the Inlet once again be¬ 
came connected to the tidal action 
in Victoria harbor, the gooey, light 
grey marine clay was deposited in 
the Inlet. The sudden change from a 
fresh water lake to a salt water inlet 
killed all of tbe vegetatiem then 
growing so that the t(^ la>-er of peat 
consists of preserved branches. The 
clay began settling directly on this 
uneven surface and has been set¬ 
tling ever since. In the last several 
thousand years sea level has hardly 
changed, indicating a stable period 
in the series of events. 

The^ difference betw-een the most 
recent clay and the Victoria clay 
under Portage Inlet is that only the 
recent clay contains the shells of the 
oyster Ostrea lurida. It took several 
hundred years for the oysters to find 
and work their way up the Gca-ge 
into Portage Inlet for no shells are 


found in the first seven Inches of 
clay. Since their arrival about 5,000 
years ago, however, they have inha¬ 
bited the bottom of the Inlet continu¬ 
ously. Thei]^shells. up to four inches 
^ in diameter, are often found in thick 
S bands, thus indicating movement ot 
colonies, about the peaceful Inlet 

They have been there, that is 
until the last hundred years. Gra¬ 
dually over the past cmtixy. the 
consistent light grey color of tbe 
clay has been soiled by mere and 
more black, slimy fhud. The mud 
can be found in varying amounts 
(A er the bottom of the whole Inlet. It 
has a highly odourous hydrogen sul¬ 
phide smell typical oi putrifactive 
decomposition. Unfortunately it has 
taken us only a hundred years of 
disregard to kill most of tbe former 
marine life and completely alter the 
natural pattern of events. 

When you are next digging out in, 
tbe garden and become annoy ed at 
the heavy clay, or notice a Ix-ight 
band ot yellow dust, just remember 
that it and many other types of sedi¬ 
ment have laid in that spot for an 
extremely long time — longer than 
most of us can comprehend.

In 1932 she met. and soon after was married 
to Everett .Cy» Bergman who was busy logging 
and clearing land along what is now the Fraser 
Highway.

With her family grown up, time on her hands, 
and an urge to ‘‘do someting/’ Mrs. Bergman, 
early i» the fall of 1951, listened with interest to a 
Iad>' friend who was working at the Green 
Timbers nursery. She made inquiries, was inter¬ 
ested. and on Oct. 6, of that year started an inter¬ 
esting career w'hich faas continued to this day. 

Over d>e years. Mary has handlecfa variety 
of jobs at the nurs€r>'—all involving seedlings— 

I and including such tasks as bundling the treel- 
Ings. v^eeding and transplanting. Fof a short 
while she was even helping to make seedling 
: beds. “This invc4ved the use of a heavy sledge- 
, hammer,” she recalls, “and I didn’t stay with 
t that very long.” 

13.000 TREES A DAT 

But over many spring and autumns she has 
been busy lifting the fir and spruce seedlings 
from their growing beds. It has not been uncom- 
' mon for her to lift upwards of 13,(X)0 infant trees 
'' in one working day which starts at 8 and winds 
up at 4:30 with lunch and morning and afteiaoon 
breaks included. ^ 

During the lifting seasons, there’s usually a 
crew of 10 or 12 ladies working in the nursery 
beds of Grew Timbers. 
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A suitab!.' equipped tractor rumbles over tlie 
seedling beds, and loosens the infant trees with¬ 
out damaging them. The ladies follow up and lift 
them. 

“It’s actually more than just removing them 
from the ground,” Mary Bergman explains. 
“Each one is also graded . . . those w ith double 
tops are discarded ... as are those with crooked 
or too-thin stems. We also make a quick, but 
careful, check of the seedling’s root system." 

The seedlings are lifted when the\’ are two 
years old: and at that age they’re abput six 
inches tall. They arc packed in bundles of 100 and 
then either placed in cold storage or trucked to 
regions where reforestation projects are under¬ 
way. ^ 

Spring lifting usually .starts in Februaiy of 
each year, and lasts several weeks. Fall opera¬ 
tions commence late in September. 

AN OUTDOORST JOB 

As Marj' says, “it’s a very ouldoorsy job.” 
and working conditions are often far less than 
perfect. “Sometimes fte weather is terrible — 
but w’e cope with that by wearing* appropriate 
clothing.” On bad days the wardrobe includes 
heavy underwear, men’s rubber rain.wear. rain 
hats, and rubber gloves. 

The work Involves a lot ctf exercise and fresh 
air, and when it comes to keeping fit. Mary ob- 
serv'es: “It sure beats any heal^ spa!“ 


In more thfin 20 years at the nur.«ery. she has 
only been away twice because of sickness. 

The work requires considerable stamina and 
dedication; plus a love of the outdoors and its as¬ 
sorted creatures. Like garter snakes. 

Hobby? Of course the nursery lady has one 
. . . gardening: 

She even looks after all the weeding in t!ie 
large garden which surrounds their home at 9110, 
152nd Street in Surrey. 

“She’s experienced.” remarks husband Cy 
with a grin. 

She is also a “dedicated and hard working 
lady” in the opinion of nurseiy superintendent 
Leonard Platt. “... a popular and valued 
member of our team.” 

In recognitionn of her many years of service, 
the B.C. Forest Seiwice recently presented Mrs. 
Bergman with a special lapel pin. together with 
an official letter of warm commendation.

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War Without Mask 


Inglorious^ Insane

More than 40 years ago German 
artist Otto Dix tore the mask of glori¬ 
fication from the face of war by pro¬ 
ducing a large tryptichon which 
created a wave of indignation 
amongst those who looked upon the 
legalized mass killing and mutilation 
of millions as something heroic.

Museum pieces, from totem 
poles to paintings will be the 
patients at a new laboratory 
to be established probably in 
Victoria or Vancouver within 
the next year. 

There will be times, accord¬ 
ing to Canadian Cimservation 
Institute director Dr. Nathan 
Stotow, when laboratory staff 
will have to go to the patients, 
and times when artifacts in 
need of help will be taken to 
the laboratc^. 

It will be part of a federal 
government drive to preserve 
historic objects and works of 
art in both public and private 
collections, — a drive with a 
million dollar budget for its 
first year of operation in 
which an Ottawa head- 
■ quarters and two laboratories 
will be set up. 

“We have money to make a 
aUrtr and we'M hoping for

more,” Dr. Slolow aaid 
day at a press conference. 

One lab will be set up in the 
Maritimes, he said, and an¬ 
other on the West Coast. No 
decision has been made yet 
on the location of the lab 
here, but it will probably be 
made before the end of the 
year, and Victoria is one of 
tlic favored sites. 

The decision will be made 
by members of the newly 
created regional advisory 
committee to the Pacific Re¬ 
gional Laboratory which held 
its first meeting in Victoria 
Friday. 

There is a problem, said 
Dr. Stolow, of deterioration of 
collections througliout the 
province, and Indian and Es¬ 
kimo artifacts are particu¬ 
larly threatened. 

Purpose of the lab will be to 
find ways of preserving col¬ 


lections as well as to carry 
out the actual work of conser¬ 
vation, he said. 

For instance totem iiolcs in 
various locations arc deterio¬ 
rating rapidly, and there is 
need for some way to be 
found to strengthen insect and 
rot ridden wo^ as well as to 
preserve that which is good. 

It would likely be necessary 
then to combine both field and 
lab operations. 

“Small pieces of wood 
would probably be brought 
into the lab for e.vperiments.” 
said Dr. Philip Ward, chief 
conservator of the provincial 
museum and an advisory 
committee member. 

"Then men will be sent to 
treat the totem ftoles where 
they arc situated. ^ which 
usually means working with 
water logged timbei'S up to 
your knees in mud and up to 


your nock in fireweed and 
brambles — a kind of mix¬ 
ture of improvisation and 
science.” 


Ward said the provincial 
museum has already done 
Kome work along these lines, 
and he sees the problems of 
totem iK>Ies as one of the 
major areas of need for tlic 
new lab to deal with. 


It has been necessary at 
iimea, he said, for the poles to 
be moved to new locations for 
preservations, so for instance 
out in a hanger at the Pat 
Bay Airport are some totem • 
Ik)1gs brought dowTi from 
Prince Rujicrt, which had 
originally been in the Queen 
Charlottes.
